Flames of Meaningless 
Protest 


I had a bad feeling during the Grateful 
Dead concert at Boston Garden. At first I 
was afraid that it was me — feeling too 
old to get into the concert. Was I headed 
for the other side of the generation gap at 
the ripe old age of 24? Looking down on 
people for doing the very same things I 
had been doing for the last seven or eight 
vears? 

I left the concert feeling depressed, but 
I slowly regained my own self-image 
enough to realize it was not me — I am 
not over the hill — these were not things I 
had been doing, but instead people at the 


concert were doing the very kinds of 
things I thought our generation was get- 
ting away from. 

During the concert people were throw- 
ing packs of firecrackers from the upper 
tiers, which exploded on the way down to 
the seats below. Finally in the middle of a 
song they had to turn the houselights on 
— but no sooner were the lights out again 
when more explosions were heard. 

I tried to imagine the reactions of these 
same people if at a demonstration (which 
apparently is becoming a thing of the 
past) the police started throwing 
firecrackers into the crowd. 

I can accept the fact that a few people 
out of 15000 do not have enough sense fo 
realize what is wrong with tossing 
firecrackers around — but what about the 
people sitting around them? There were 
even cheers at the sounds of the ex- 
plosions. 

Secondly — they requested two or three 
times that people do not smoke, but es- 
pecially that people do not light matches 
at the end of the concert because of the 
fire hazard. I was neither surprised nor 
disappointed that there was a lot of dope 
being smoked during the concert. I don’t 
think anyone expected anything different. 
But the request about lit matches seemed 
reasonable. It does not take a fire com- 
missioner to look around and realize that 
a fire would not have been pleasant. 


Grateful Dead in the Good Ol’ Days 


The concert ended with the usual 
thunderous applause — and slowly one or 
two matches appeared (I demanded that 
a neighbor put out his match). But within 
a couple of minutes, with a seemingly 
purposeless disregard for the pleas of the 
promoters, and the knowledge that all 
future concerts at the Garden were being 
jeopardized, hundreds of matches were 
being held high. But why? Rebellion for 
the sake of rebellion? It reminded me of 


my first grade teacher telling us to go play 
anywhere but in the parking lot, so we all 
ran out into the parking lot. We outgrew 
that irrational disobedience toward the 
end of the third grade. 

Disregard for other people and com- 
plete lack of any kind of social con- 
sciousness continued to be the theme for 
the night. I watched people sitting in 
seats belonging to other people simply 
refuse to move, as the rightful owner of 
that seat pleaded with the silent surroun- 
ding people for support (remember that 
murder in N.Y.C. with 17 people 
watching?). 

I am becoming disenchanted with this 
“self-righteous hipness’” that seems to 
have taken the place of any kind of 
meaningful social action. A little less 
obsession with being different for the sake 
of being different, and a return to a con- 
centration on constructive change, and 
we'd all be much better off.

Deinstitutionalizing 
Mental Health Care 


Re: “‘Where Have All the Mental 
Patients Gone?’’ by Connie Paige 
(Phoenix, June 11). 

Clearly, Ms. Paige supports the shift 
from the state hospital system to 
community-based mental health. The 
photograph accompanying the article 
depicts the prison-like nature of mental 
hospitals, as Ms. Paige expresses her con- 
cern that people are not receiving the psy- 
chiatric care they need due to the shor- 
tage of community mental health centers. 
My question is — how could one regard a 
state hospital as similar to a prison and 
not apply the same analogy to community 
centers? I see the change from state 
hospitals to community-based mental 
health as a step closer to the Therapeutic 
State. I oppose any form of involuntary 
psychiatric intervention, whether it be 
hospitalization, chemo-therapy or group 
therapy. 

In Massachusetts a person must be 
“mentally ill’”’ and dangerous to be com- 
mitted. These criteria are not only vague 
but are scientifically as well as con- 
stitutionally weak, and perhaps invalid. 
Studies have shown that there is a 30 per- 
cent rate of disagreement among psy- 
chiatrists with regard to what behavior 
constitutes the broad categories of mental 
illness, such as psychosis, and a 60 per- 
cent disagreement rate with regard to the 
application of more specific labels such as

chronic undifferentiated schizophrenia. 
Studies of dangerousness have concluded 
that psychiatrists do not have the exper- 
tise to predict dangerous behavior and 
that mental patients are no more 
dangerous than the general population. 

Persons receive a court hearing shortly 
after admission, then one in six months, 
and annually thereafter. Persons up for 
commitment are entitled to a court- 
appointed lawyer if indigent (and most 
are) who provides an inactive and inade- 
quate defense. Hearsay evidence is allow- 
ed and in most cases forms the bulk of the 
evidence for commitment. The petitioner 
for the hospital is in most cases the only 
expert witness. If lie detector results 
whose accuracy is up to 80 percent are not 
allowed in the courtroom, why should 
psychiatrists be allowed to testify when 
their accuracy is considerably less than 80 
percent? 

Once committed, most persons are 
drugged with phenothiazines. Permanent 
brain damage, tardive dyskinesia, is caus- 
ed by the long-term use of these drugs. 
Common side effects of phenothiazines 
include dizziness, insomnia, constipation, 
nausea, vomiting. blurred vision, 
menstrual irregularities, impotency, mus- 
cle spasms, as well as physica! and mental 
inalertness. Patients are forced to live in 
most depressing conditions —- they work 
for below minimum wages — and suffer 
the humiliation of having their best in- 
terests defined for them, etc. 

Community-based mental health 
presents the opportunity for efficiency 
and treatment — two insidious elements 
when dealing with patients involuntarily 
committed. It will be financially unfeasi- 
ble to establish legal services in all of 
those centers, thus well-meaning 
physicians will undoubtedly commit per- 
sons who do not meet the standards for 
commitment “for their own good.” 

California has closed most of its state 
hospitals and now utilizes community 
mental health facilities. There are at least 
ten centers in the San Francisco Bay Area | 
where people are involuntarily com- 
mitted. In these centers “treatment” in- 
cludes large doses of the old stand-by, 
phenothiazines, newer, more powerful 
drugs and shock therapy (which causes 
brian damage and permanent memory 
loss). Psychiatrists in these centers feel 
that if their intent is benevolent, they do 
not have to comply with the law, so they 
incarcerate many people who do not meet 
the standards for commitment. In- 
hospital rights are violated as a matter of 
routine. Psychiatric control is strong in 
California because there are no effective 
power checks in these community centers. 

I would definitely support community 
mental health if it operated exclusively on 
a voluntary basis. Compare this issue to 
the proposed moratoriums on prison con- 
struction. Building more prisons is an in- 
vestment in a bad system. Setting up 
another bad system of involuntary 
hospitalization perpetuates false ideas of 
mental illness and dangerousness as well 
as opening new doors for more effective 
mind control. 

Early in the Phoenix article Ms. Paige 
states that “It used to be that the scan- 
dals about mental patients involved the 
hospitals” — and unfortunately, they still 
do. It is time for someone to address the 
real issues at hand, which involve civil 
liberties questions, instead of praising the 
transfer of psychiatric inmates from large 
prisons with peeling institutional green 
walls to small prisons with cheery, bright- 


ly colored walls.

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This September, after 
nine years of legal battle, 
large-scale school 

will begin in Boston. 

The decision was made 
three weeks ago by U.S. 
District Court Judge W. 
Arthur Garrity. Garrity rul- 
ed that Boston had a dual 
school system — one for 
each race — and he ordered 
implementation this fall of a 
limited state plan to reduce 
racial imbalance in the 
schools. 

Under that plan, between 
14,000 and 17,000 Boston 
children will be bused. 


The exact figure is im- 
possible to determine: the 
state Dept. of Education 
and the Boston School Com- 
mittee are still debating 
whether some 3,000 high 
school students should be 
bused by the city or use 
public transportation. 

The state plan will reduce 
the number of ‘‘im- 
_balanced”’ schools in Boston 
— those having more than 
50 percent nonwhite enroll- 
ment — from 68 to 44. 

But the case is not closed. 
Last week lawyers for the 
School Committee said they

were working on yet 
another plan, one which 
would balance the system’s 
intermediate and high 
schools this fall and its 
elementary schools in 1975. 

Garrity will hear the 
details of that plan ldte this 
month. To date, he has been 
generally skeptical of 


School Committee 
proposals. 
Regardless of which plan 


Garrity chooses for 
September, it is likely he 
will order more busing in 
the future. Under federal 
law, he can require that all 


schools in the city reflect the 
system’s overall racial 
makeup of 62 percent white, 
38 percent. nonwhite. 

The current state im- 
balance plan leaves many 
school districts the way 
they’ve always been — 
predominantly black or 
white. In his recent deci- 
sion, though, Garrity seem- 
ed to be setting the 
groundwork for future ac- 
tion on that: he said no dis- 
trict of the city should be 
treated as isolated from the 


rest of it.

Busing and How Came Boston 


Who’s Riding 
To Where 


By Tom Sheehan 

Barring last-minute changes, 
says the Boston School Com- 
mittee, 17,000 children will be 
bused this fall because of the 
state’s racial imbalance plan. 

Of that total, 5000 will be bus- 
ed to elementary schools, 6,000 
to middle schools (grades six 
through eight) and 6,000 to high 
schools. 

Approximately 9,000 of the 
children to be bused are non- 
white and 8,000 white. 

The current estimate is that - 
411 bus routes will be required to 
handle the load. 


The following is a breakdown 
of all significant busing plans, at 
each of the three school levels, 
based on information from the 
School Department and the 
State Education Dept. It is 
followed by a listing of city 
neighborhoods which won’t see 
busing this fall as a result of the 
state plan. 


ELEMENTARY SCHOOLS 

Kennedy Agassiz District. A 
long slice of Jamaica Plain, from 
the Bromley-Heath Housing 
Project in the north to the Ar- 
boretum in the south. 100 black 
kids from around Bromley- 
Heath are to be bused to the 
Agassiz School near the Ar- 
boretum, changing the school’s 
nonwhite enrollment from 15 
percent to 34 percent. 

Mendell Parkman District. 
(Jamaica Plain east, Forest 
Hills, Grove Hall west.) Parallel 
to the Kennedy Agassiz District, 
with Grove Hall at the northern 
end. Of 440 kids to be bused, 
about 300 will be blacks moving 
from the Grove Hall area to three 
formerly white schools in J.P. 

Sumner District. Another 
long district, with half of all- 
white Roslindale at one end, the 
Green Belt in the middle and a 
black section of Dorchester on 
the other. Around 500 black kids 
will be bused to three formerly 
all-white schools in Roslindale. 

Conley District. Shaped like 
the Sumner District and parallel 
to it, the district includes the 
other half of Roslindale, the 
Green Belt in the middle, and 
the Walk Hill section of 
Dorchester. Nearly 350 black 
kids will be bused from Walk 
Hill to three white schools in 
Roslindale. 

Tileston Chittick Greenwood 
District. Another long one, with 
white Northern Hyde Park at 
one end and a slice of black Mat- 
tapan and Franklin Field at the 
other. About 700 kids will be 
bused here, in a two-directional 
pattern: 500 blacks will be bused 
to the Chittick and Greenwood 
Schools in Hyde Park (both un- 
der six percent nonwhite in the 
past), and 200 whites will be bus- 
ed to the Tileston School in the 
Mattapan end (74 percent non- 
white before). 

Lee District. (Includes part of 
Mattapan, Franklin Field, 
Dorchester Lower Mills, Cod- 
man Square south). In a district 
with pockets of both whites and

The Shifting Stands of Politics

What is it about the issue of 
integrated education that turns 
all the potential villains into 
heroes and all our would-be 
heroes into weaklings? How is it 
that advocacy of repeal of the 
Racial Imbalance Law, once con- 
sidered the redneck position, is 
now a view shared by virtually 
all practical politicians? How is 
it that the “liberal” position now 
seems to be keeping school 
children in their own com- 
munities, a stand perilously 
close to the ‘‘neighborhood 
school concept” that these same 
liberals denounced as racist not 
so long ago? 

It’s all very confusing, not to 
mention disappointing, to see 
this state’s landmark racial 
legislation, passed in 1965 with 
the backing of such unlikely 
defenders of the faith as then 
Governor John Volpe and then 
House Speaker John Davoren 
only two years after it was first 
filed by Roxbury Rep. Royal 
Bolling as an idle dream — to see 
that same bill, faulty and largely 
unworkable though it may be, ig- 
nored for a decade and then bad- 
mouthed and sabotaged from all 
quarters. It’s as if it were the ex- 


istence of the law that raises the 
spectre of forced busing in the 
fall, and not the fact that the 
Boston school system is 
segregated by design. 

At first it was the minority of 
Boston legislators, hopelessly 
fighting the tide of moderate-to- 
liberal suburbanites swept up by 
the wave of civil rights activism 
of the sixties (especially since it 
didn’t affect their communities), 
who were forced to swallow this 
law mandating that no school be 
more than fifty percent non- 
white. But as 
Massachusetts became the first 
(and only) state in the nation ac- 
tually to declare school segrega- 
tion illegal (everywhere else it is 
merely unconstitutional), the 
legislature tacked on an amend- 
ment prohibiting forced busing 
to achieve racial balance — 
making the law at once unen- 
forceable. 

Not that anyone was going to 
enforce it anyway. The Boston 
School Committee, structured so 
effectively as to prevent any 
representation to minorities, has 
easily been able to avoid even a 
serious attempt at citywide im- 
plementation of the law, through 


discreet drawing of district lines, 


broken promises, and an endless 
series of court suits, fruitless 
appeals, and other delaying tac- 


tics. 

And on Beacon Hill, 
meanwhile, the lawmakers have 
been steadily backtracking. By 
1971 a majority of both Houses, 
though still not willing to repeal 
the Racial Imbalance Law, had 
voted to strip it of all its power — 
passing a measure prohibiting 
the withholding of state school 
funds from communities failing 
to comply. 

But Gov. Sargent, the last 
bastion of suburban liberalism, 
vetoed the bill. 

In 1972, the House passed a 
bill requiring parental consent 
before school children could be 
bused, but it died in the Senate. 
And the governor once again had 
to exercise his veto to kill a bill 
that would have released to 
Boston school funds being 
withheld for its continued refusal 
to comply with the law. It was 
clear either that legislative sup- 
port for integrated education 
had declined sharply or that the 
legislature never really cared

Segregation 
By Design

The point is worth making: 
what will happen this fall in the 
Boston school system has 
everything to do with what’s 
happened in the past. 

Here are some of the major 
factors that have led to busing in 
Boston, assembled by the 
Phoenix in question and answer 
form. The information comes 
largely from the recent decision 
by Federal Judge W. Arthur 
Garrity, a 150-page document 
that reads like an expose. 

Q. How badly segregated are 
Boston’s schools? 

A. Segregation permeates 
schools in all areas of the city, all 
grade levels and all types of 
schools. 

Start with this: as of the 1971- 
72 school year, 84 percent of all 
white students attended schools 
that were more than 80 percent 
white; 62 percent of the black 
students attended schools that 
were more than 70 percent black. 

At least 80 percent of Boston’s 
schools are segregated in the 
sense that their racial com- 
positions are way out of line with 
the composition of the system as 
a whole. (As of 71-72, the system 
was 61 percent white, 32 percent 
black and 7 percent other 
minorities.) 

Of Boston’s 18 high schools in 
that school year, only two were 
within 10 percent of the system’s 
overall racial makeup. Eight 
were over 85 percent white; two 
were 90 percent black. 

Boston’s two college 
preparatory schools were 93 per- 
cent white and 89 percent white. 
Two of its three trade schools 
were over two-thirds black; the 
other was 84 percent white. 

The system’s middle schools 
(grades six through eight), were 
94 percent black, 86 percent 
black, 72 percent black and 63 
percent black. 

Of 15 junior highs (grades 
seven through nine), only two 
were within 20 percent of the 
makeup of the entire system. 
Eight were over 80 percent 
white; three were 95 percent 
black. 

Of 10 elementary schools en- 
ding in grade eight, five were 
greater than 82 percent white, 
and two were greater than 80 
percent black: Of 140 elementary 
schools ending in grades five and 
six, only five were within ten per- 
cent of the system’s racial 
makeup. 62 of the elementary 
schools had less than five per- 
cent blacks, while 32 were 85 per- 
cent or more black. 

Q. Are black teachers and 
administrators segregated as 
well? 

A. Yes. Less than one-third of 
Boston’s schools are majority 
black, but over two-thirds of the 
black teachers are sent to them. 

In 1972-73, all five black prin- 
cipals in the system and all 14 
black assistant principals were

pect to dislodge the House Ma-. 
jority leader but her campaign is 
a serious challenge to a 1951 
Massachusetts state law ban- 
ning the Communist Party. 

Laura Ross, a Communist for 
over 35 years, is also a former un- 
ion steward, peace activist and 
former chairperson of Alliston- 
Brighton CPPAX (a left-liberal 
state-wide group). Her platform 
calls for a new Presidential elec- 
tion as part of the answer to 
Watergate, a drastic cut in the 
military budget, free medical 
care, and a price freeze as an in- 
itial solution to inflation. 

Ms. Ross is the second Com- 
munist to run for public office in 
Massachusetts since 1951. In 
1972, Edward Teixeira ran for 
state representative in 
Dorchester’s Ward 14 and won 
about 10 percent of the vote; he 
had to go to court in order to get 
on the ballot as a Communist. 
But the state law still remains in 
effect. Laura Ross says, “the law 
banning the Communist Party is 
a bill of attainder and as such it 
is specifically prohibited by the 
Bill of Rights. We will fight this 
anti-democratic legislation in 
every way we can, including run- 
ning Communist candidates in 


defiance of the Act.”

‘“‘Richard M. Nixon and 
Organized Crime,” is in the July 
issue of Penthouse. 

Gerth understands that the 
Syndicate is not the Mafia and 


that its methods are those of big 


business. The Syndicate is a 
multinational ‘corporation, 


operating in the Bahamas, 
Florida, Las Vegas (which it 
created whole out of the desert), 
and the Mideast, among other 
places. Its fixed investments are 
hotels, casinos, airlines, and real 
estate. Its banking capacity is 
large, consisting of a Swiss bank, 
the Teamster Pension Fund, and 
savings and loans banks like 
Bebe Rebozo’s. Arnholt Smith’s 
Westgate complex was also 
closely tied to Syndicate 
dealings until its destruction last 
year. Nixon fits neatly into this 
milieu, making friends with 
Bebe in the ’40s (not the ’50s as 
he says), taking trips to pre- 
revolutionary Cuba (a Lansky 
subsidiary), and buying Key 
Biscayne land from a Syndicate 
real estate dealer with money 
from a Syndicate-controlled 
Miami bank. The popular image 
of organized crime is of Don 
Corleone and his henchmen. An 
assessment of the Syndicate’s 
political-economic power dispels 


_the Godfather mythology and 


presents us with a more chilling 
prospect. Gerth’s article is a

From the beginning, No. 2 
Brookline Street in Cam- 
bridge was The Movement 
Office, always festooned with 
political posters and always 
behind in the rent. The Old 
Mole, the first alternative 
paper in Boston, was also the 
first organization to take up 
residence there, after moving 
from campus quarters follow- 
ing the Harvard Strike in 
1969. There were a variety of 
others, among them the first 
feminist collective, Bread and 
Roses, and a string of antiwar 
and anti-imperialist groups, 
the most recent tenants being 
the Indochina Peace Cam- 
paign and the Chile Action 
Group. 

Now, after five years of un- 
interrupted leftist activities 
on the premises, 2 Brookline 
Street must close. Rents have 
outpaced sympathetic angels’ 
funding, and cockroaches 
have far outnumbered the 
organizers. The shutdown, 
appropriately enough, takes 
place today — Bastille Day, 
July 14. The people who 
worked there have gone on to 
direct radical FM news 
programs, to found the 
Boston Community School, 
the Community Press Ser- 
vice, the Somerville Women’s 
Health Project, tenants’ 
organizations, as well as to 
continue to work against war 
and imperialism.

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China’s New Cultural Revolution

(Six months ago, the Peoples 
Republic of China launched a 
new cultural revolution whose 
symbolic targets are the ancient 
philosopher Confucius and 
Defense Minister Lin Piao who 
reportedly died in a plane crash 
in September, 1971. In ‘the 
following article, Associate Prof. 
Lin of Tufts — who was born in 
Mainland China — examines the 


new mass movement whose out- - 


come is still unclear but which 
seems to have as its aim the 
stamping of the Confucian 
philosophy of acceptance and 
the Lin Piao attitude of

Ever since the Peoples Re- 


~{ Public of China launched its 


new cultural revolution early 
this year, western scholars, jour- 
nalists, and China watchers have 
been discussing its significance. 
The more prominent questions 
being raised include the position 
and future role of Chou En-lai, 
the probable course of develop- 
ment as well as the real objec- 
tives of the movement, and the 
rather mysterious linking of 
Mao’s old comrade, Lin Piao, 
with Confucius, the classic 
Chinese philosopher whose 
ideology dominated the mental 
climate of pre-revolutionary 
China 


The present cultural revolu- 
tion will take a number of 
different twists and turns before 
its course. 
Nevertheless available data and 
information — admittedly 
fragmentary and incomplete — 
suggest certain trends and 
probable aims of the movement. 

The present Chinese cultural 
revolution was inaugurated of- 
ficially on February 2, 1974, by 
the People’s Daily, reportedly on 
the initiative of Mao himself. 
But not until three weeks later, 
on the 24th, did Chou 
acknowledge it publically when 
he referred to the movement dur- 
ing a speech he delivered at a 
banquet in Peking hosted by 
visiting President Kenneth 
Kaunda of Zambia. 

There is significance in the 
fact that it was Chou himself 
rather than the man next in line, 
Wang Hung-wen, who was singl- 
ed out to be the first high rank- 
ing party-government official to 
give official recognition to the 
movement. And it should be 
noted that Chou referred to the 
new movement while speaking at 


a diplomatic function given by a | 


visiting foreign dignitary, an oc- 
casion wholly unrelated to the 
new cultural revolution. 

In my opinion, therefore, there 
can be little doubt that Mao 
deliberately selected Chou for 
this exceptional occasion not 
only personally to endorse the 
campaign but specifically with 
the purpose of re-assuring 
China’s friends abroad that the 
new movement was purely an in- 
ternal affair having no bearing 


whatsoever on China’s recent 
foreign policy. By this means it 
was also possible for Mao to 
quash any rumor that Chou 
himself might be a prime target 
of the new movement, although 
there was no way, of course, of 
preventing such speculation 
from appearing in the world’s 
press. If the main purpose were 
not international, Mao need not 
have picked Chou for the honor. 
But since in fact he was the one 
who made the announcement, it 
is reasonable to infer that it is 
the more moderate Chou, not the 
fundamentalist Wang Hung- 
wen, who still carries the greater 
— in party and government 
circles. This underscores and 


clear that the responsible leaders 
are determined to keep the pre- 
sent movement firmly under 
their control. A recent example 
of this determination may be 
seen in a clash between students 
and workers in Canton. The 
police intervened and stopped 
the fight in short order, cracking 
a few heads in the process. 
More importantly, Chou is to 
all appearances still firmly en- 
trenched in the power structure 
and is unlikely to become a 


target of the political campaign 


either personally or in his capaci- 
ty as premier. This need not 
mean, however, that either his 
protogies or his political 
philosophy will also enjoy im-

reaffirms the moderate character 
of the ongoing cultural revolu- 
tion. A few days after the 
February 24 banquet UPI 
reported an editorial in People’s 
Daily as warning that “the cam- 
paign must not be allowed to get 
out of control as did the cultural 
revolution in the 1960’s,” and 
some analysts believe this war- 
ning originated from Chou’s off- 
ice. If their conclusions are cor- 
rect, it is one more indication 
that indeed Chou has a restrain- 
ing power over the developing 
movement and that if things get 
out of hand it will not be by in- 
tent or on the scale of the up- 
heavals of the Sixties. While it is 
not easy to predict the trend in 
the coming months, it seems 


munity from attack as well. In 
fact practically everything he is 
known to stand for has come un- 
der fire: his policy of detente; the 
priority he accords technology 
over ideology, reconstruction 
over revolution, and social 
stability over the class struggle; 
his preference for the pragmatic 
rather than the dogmatic ap- 
proach; his respect for intellec- 
tualism; and his policy for 
restoring dignity to academic 
pursuits and to university educa- 
tion by reinstating entrance ex- 
aminations. It is worth pointing 
out, too, that as a good com- 
munist Chou most probably 
would not openly object to a 
campaign of criticism of his own 
policies since theoretically he is 


committed to the logic of dialec- 
tics as well as to Mao’s theory of 
practice. Both theories imply not 
only the necessity, but also the 
inevitability of constructive 
criticism for progressive change 
and social development. Steeped 
in the knowledge of Chinese 
history, Chou would certainly 
accept the cultural revolution as 
necessary means for he knows 
that the modern Chinese tragedy 
resulted from the mindless . 
wholesale westernization of the 
recent past. This would have 
taught him that periodically it is 
imperative to arrest the process 
of change for the sake of re- 
examination and integration. 
This comes down to saying that 
for Chinese communism re- 
examination and integration is 
identical with the cultural 
revolution or to a movement of 
criticism and self-criticism. If 
this analysis should be correct, 
and I am convinced that it is, the 
West will be hearing of more 
cultural revolutions in the 
decades ahead. The current 
movement will by no means be 
the last. 


The Real Objectives 


Although it is a matter of some 
interest as to who may be the 
special target of criticism, our 
greatest concern should be to un- 
derstand the real objectives of 
the movement. Those under at- 
tack actually serve only as sym- 
bols. They do not constitute the 
substance of any present-day 
mass movement in China. No 
one can seriously believe that 
two dead men — Lin Piao and 
Confucius — are the real objec- 
tives. The real objectives are 
Confucian philosophy and Lin 
Piao’s attitude, either as these 
may already be exhibited in 
current Chinese behavior. Alter- 
natively, it may be the Chinese 
government is anticipating the 
danger of unacceptable behavior 
and wishes to take preventive 
measures before such behavior 
can become widespread and 
solidified. A careful reading of 
the relevant sources on the 
“Criticize Lin and Confucius” 
campaign indicates that since 
President Nixon’s visit to China 
in 1972, and perhaps even before, 
there have been reports of a 
decline in Maoistic puritanism 
among the Chinese people. An 
article in Red Flag listed 
people’s habitual behavior as 
“looking down on labor, women 
and the workers and peasants, 
disliking newly emerging things 
and young forces, worshipping 
things foreign and idolizing the 
ancients and the unhealthy 
tendency of ‘going in by the back 
door’ (string-pulling).”” Although 
this account is onesided, it seems 
very plausible. After all, the 
Chinese also are human beings 
with their characteristic defects

Q: Is it true that in a room in the cellars

of Boston? The paintings would seem 
to be of great historical value. How 
about tt; is it true? If it is, how can I get 
out there to see them as I have no boat 
and am only a mediocre swimmer? 
—S.L., Newton. 

A: The murals to which you refer are 
located in the John Brown Chapel in 
Fort Warren out in Boston Harbor, 
and, according to Historian Edward 
Rowe Snow, were painted in 1939 by 
three artists on a WPA-like commis- 
sion from the government, not by civil 
war prisoners during the civil war. It is 
true that the paintings had been defac- 
ed by vandals, but they were restored 
four years ago. The best way to visit 
the fort is to take one of Snow’s regular 
tours of the harbor islands. They leave 
from Long Wharf via the Bay State 
every Saturday, Sunday and holiday at 
10 a.m., 2 p.m. and 4:30 p.m. at a cost 
of $3.00. 


Q: My need to know is great. Are baseball 
players required to wear helmets, and 
if so, when was the rule made official? 
A friend of mine believes the rule was 
made long ago. I think there’s still 
freedom of choice. —R.P., Cambridge. 

A: Professional baseball’s helmet rule 


(rule 1.16) reads as follows: ‘“‘A 
professional league shall adopt the 
following rule pertaining to the use of 
helmets: a) All players shall use some 
type of protective helmet while at bat; 
b) All players in National Association 
leagues (the minor leagues) and those 
players in the major leagues who 
played with a National Association 
club the previous year shall wear 
earflap helmets while at bat. Also in- 
cluded are those players in the major 
league without previous professional 
experience.” The earflap rule is new 
this year; the general helmet rule was 
introduced sometime in the early 
1960s. 


Q: Why do radio and TV stations play the 
“Star Spangled Banner” when they 
start in the morning and when they 
sign-off? Also, why is it played at all 
sporting events? I’m sick of it! —R.L., 
Everett. 


A: It’s an American tradition. 
Q: I once read in the Globe or Herald that 


there is a rather unique medical place 
on Exeter Street, the Hippocrates 
Health Institute, and I have passed by 
it. What is the function of the place — 
study or treatment — and is it herbal 
medicine or what? —S.D., Boston. 


A: The Institue, run intermittently by Dr. 


Ann Wigmore for two years, specializes 
in raw food therapy. Food for treat- 
ment (primarily sprouts, buckwheat 
lettuce and sunflower greens) is grown 
indoors at the 25 Exeter Street loca- 
tion. Raw fruits (not grown indoors) 
and vegetables (grown by Dr. Wigmore 
on her farm) are used to treat all kinds 
of physical ailments. One primary 
therapy calls for wheat grass juice. 


Q: I have heard that there are some small 
stockbroker firms that charge substan- 
tially less than the major ones for com- 
missions on odd-lot (less than 100- 
share) transactions. Do you know of 
any such stockbrokers in Boston? 
—P.L., Cambridge. 

A: The practice of discounting com- 
missions on odd-lot transactions is 
becoming widespread, even among 
major brokerage firms. Merrill Lynch 
(for an example of the bargain base- 
ment approach) offers a plan where, on 
purchases of less than $2,500, a dis- 
count of from 10-25 percent on com- 
missions is conceded, depending on 
such factors as availability, tradeabili- 
ty and the dollar amount invested. 


Q: As a female amateur long-distance 
runner, I have a question for you. What 
do I have to do (besides run a hell of a 
lot) to participate in next year’s Boston 
Marathon? —F.S., Brookline. 

A: You must be a registered athlete or cer- 
tified by a school or college and be at 
least 19 as of the date of the race. You 
must also have competed in an AAU- 
sanctioned long distance race or any 
BAA race and finished within 3-and-a- 
half hours for a 26-mile race, 2-and-a- 
half hours for a 20-mile race or one 
hour, 35 minutes for a 15-mile race. 
Entries, which lay out the 
qualifications in more detail, are 
available from the Marathon Com- 
mittee, Boston Gardens, Boston, 
02114. Entry deadline is April 2 prior to 
the race.

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Political Breakthrough for a Noble Cause

On June 24, Elaine Noble of- 
ficially announced her candidacy 
for State Representative from 
Suffolk 6, the new district 
created out of the Fenway and 
parts of Back Bay. She is one of 
five candidates for the 
Democratic nomination, and on 
June 25, the Ward 5 Democratic 
Committee, rather than endor- 
sing a single candidate as they 
usually do, “recommended” 
both Elaine and Helene John- 
son, the only other woman can- 
didate. 


What makes Elaine’s can- 
didacy unusual is that she is, 
and has been for some time, ac- 
tive in both the feminist and gay 
movements. Her lesbianism has 
upset a number of her 


- Democratic colleagues, some of 


whom urged her to run as an 
Independent. ‘‘No thanks, 
boys,” she replied, “I want to be 
in your club.” Talking about it 
with me later, she added, “I am 
a Democrat, and I’m damned if I 
won’t run as one.” 

I spent an afternoon in the of- 
fices of the Committee to Elect 
Elaine Noble at 78 Queensbury 
St., in the middle of the Fenway 
area, talking to Elaine, her cam- 
paign manager, Ann McGuire, 
and several of her volunteers. 
(The office will be used as a com- 
munity center after the election, 
whether or not Elaine wins.) The 
aed who are working for 

laine’s election are an in- 
teresting mixture of feminists, 
gay activists, liberal politicos 
and community people — and 
they reflect the diversity of her 
political concerns. These con- 
cerns are all too easy to overlook: 
because Elaine is a lesbian run- 
ning on a platform that includes 
gay rights, she has frequently

found herself being viewed as a 
one-issue candidate — 
something she emphatically is 
not. “I’m a gay feminist,” she 
says, “but I put feminist before I 
put gay. There are a lot of gay 
people without feminist heads.” 

Elaine is concerned with the 
laws on abortion, the rights of 
married women to retain their 
birth-given names, with 


women’s ability to establish a 
credit rating. She is involved 
with the rights of children and 
has been working with other 
community people — including 
a number of children — to fight 
the School Committee’s decision 
to allow the Knights of Colum- 
bus to use the Martin Millmore 
School’s playground as a parking 
lot during Red Sox games. She is 


deeply disturbed by the 
problems of the elderly, who 
make up a large part of 
the Fenway’s population, and 
wants to do something about 
their poverty. She sees gun con- 
trol as a major issue for the elder- 
ly, too. ““Terrorizing of old people 
is increasing horribly,” she says, 
“and will get worse if people con- 
tinue having easy access to 


guns.” She wants to tackle the 
condition of other poor people as 
well. (She defined herself to me 
as a “closet socialist.”’) “By a 
conservative estimate,” she said, 
“85 percent of the wealth of this 
country is owned by 15 percent of 
its people. The rearrangement of 
that kind of economics is essen- 
tial.” She is angry at social at- 
titudes towards welfare 
recipients: ‘‘We’ve made 
situations, pitted races against 
each other to create economic 
frailty.” 
Her special sympathies about 
verty come from her own 
aly She grew up in a 
Pennsylvania mining town. 
When she moved to Boston and 
began studying at B.U., she felt 
a quick identification with the 
working people in the surroun- 
ding Fenway area, where she has 
lived for most of her time in 
Boston. Having known poverty, 
being a woman, and being gay 
have all given her a profound un- 
derstanding of the common 
denominator of oppression. 
Although she understands and 
respects the need for an indepen- 
dent women’s movement (and 
for separate movements for other 
oppressed peoples), she feels 
that the ultimate function of 
such movements is to provide 
the strength and support for a 
unified struggle: “I really get 
angry at people who don’t make 
connections between oppressed 
struggles.” And she sees these 
struggles being carried out 
within the framework of existing 
political institutions: ‘‘It’s 
romantic to talk about ‘the 
revolution.’ There isn’t going to 
be a revolution in this country. 
We’ve got to work where we can 
work.”” She has spent several

Ten 
Globe executives, including Editor Tom 
Winship and new Assistant Managing 
Editor Bob Phelps, piled into an air con- 
ditioned mini-bus and were driven 
through Boston’s various neighborhoods. 
“The idea,” said the paper’s Community 
Affairs Director Dexter Eure, who is 
planning a whole series of such tours for 
everyone from the publisher down to the 
office boys, ‘is to get us out of the ivory 
tower.” 

It may be surprising to some to think 
that editors of a big city daily need to be 
shown around town as if they were 
tourists, but it’s really not a bad idea. As 
someone once said about a former Globe 
editor, “If he didn’t take a taxi to work, he 
wouldn’t be able to find the building.”

Since the Great and General Court is 
making noises about packing up and go- 
ing home, let’s hope they haven’t 
forgotten about some of their unfinished 
business for 1974. Specifically in the area 
of rent control and tenant rights, a few 
important bills still languish in one com- 
mittee or another. 

A bill to include FHA units under rent 


controls has been sitting in Senate Ways 
and Means since mid-May, even though it 
was supposed to have come out for action 
long ago — Chairman James Kelly is in- 
explicably sitting on it; and a measure to 
allow tenants to deduct costs of needed 
repairs from their rent without the okay of 
a housing inspector is being fought to 
death by the real estate lobby and 
appears stuck in the Senate Committee 
on Bills in Third Reading. 

Also pending are two measures design- 
ed to overcome the red-lining of 
neighborhoods by banks (see Phoenix 
cover story, July 9). Even after 
amendments making it more palatable to 
banks, a bill requiring them to disclose 
their mortgages and deposits by 
geographic area is headed for a tough fight 
on its second trip through the House; and 
a bill creating a new arm of the Mass. 
Housing Finance Agency for home repair 
loans also sits in the Senate Committee 
on Bills in Third Reading.

If it appears that the Herald American 
staffers in that new series of TV promos 
look a little embarrassed, they probably 
are. Most declined even to show up on the 
evening that the paper’s management 
asked them to go over to the Channel 5 
studios in Needham to tape the promos, 
and a quick call to the newsroom had to 
be made for last minute recruits. 

Since they were asked to participate in 
the tapings on their own time and with no 
compensation, most staffers considered 
the invitation something less than the 
“thonor”’ that the paper’s promotion direc- 
tor, Mark Finley, tried to call it.

Even though everyone agrees that the 
governor’s bill to force the state’s district 
attorneys to give up their outside law 
practices is a good idea, there’s not one 
chance in hell that the Senate-passed 
measure will get through the House this 
session.

One more good idea, in other words, 
bites the dust for purely political reasons. 
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On the Waterfront: A Victory for Tenants

The Custom House Block near 
the far end of Boston’s Long 
Wharf was once the center of one 
of the nation’s wealthiest 
seaports. Today the 20 
apartments fashioned 30 years 
ago in the federally-designated 
historic granite structure are sur- 
rounded by the fledgling Boston 
Gold Coast: posh harborside 
restaurants, luxury con- 
dominiums and offices. 

Over the past year, the Long 
Wharf apartments have also 
been the center of a major court 
battle concerning the rights of 
property owners to evict tenants 
under the state’s rent control 
law. The question, as reported 
over a year ago in the Phoenix 
(April 24, 1973), has centered on 
whether tenants in perfectly 
habitable structures can 
evicted solely because the owner 
wished to convert the building to 
high-income, luxury dwellings. 
The point is especially crucial on 
Long Wharf, where long-time 
residents have watched high- 
rent properties (even in the other 


half of their own building) 
mushroom around them in the 
urban renewal area. Their rents 
range from $145 to $300; they are 
the last bastion of moderate- 
priced housing on the water- 
front. 

Last week, they won their long 
battle against eviction in what 
some view as a landmark 
tenants’-rights case. For the first 
time, the increasingly-liberal 
state Supreme Judicia! Court 
overruled the Boston Rent Con- 
trol Board and voided eviction 
orders the board had approved 
last year for the 20 apartments. 
In a 4-to-1 vote affirming an 
earlier ruling by Boston Housing 
Court Judge Paul Garrity, the 
SJC found that Rent Control 
Administrator John Grace erred 
when finding “just cause” for the 
Custom Block evictions. The 
high court decision put an end to 
plans by the Berenson Corpora- 
tion to renovate the 20 dwellings 
in a manner that would raise 
rents by an estimated $125. 

The decision in Mayo (a te- 
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nant) vs. Grace went beyond 
redressing a specific tenant 
grievance, however. Both tenant 
advocates and the rent board’s 
legal counsel agree that it will 
have broad implications in the 
administration of Ch. 842, the 
state rent control law. Those im- 
plications are apparent in the 
rationale the court chose for its 
opinion. Rent control, wrote 
Justice Edward F. Hennessey, 
was not meant merely to 
regulate the cost of housing, but 
to “preserve and expand the 
supply of housing for families of 
low and moderate income.” In 
that light, the rent board may 
have to broaden considerably its 


perspective on individual cases. 
The court has made it incum- 
bent on the board to consider, as 
its paramount priority, stabiliza- 
tion of the stock of affordable 
housing in a city plagued by a 
declared housing emergency. 
“One of the major reasons for 
rent control,” comments Louis 
Finfer of the Dorchester Com- 
munity Action Council, which 
filed a friend-of-the-court brief 
in the case, “‘is to stop [real es- 
tate] speculation that forces peo- 
ple out of their homes.” Finfer 
sees the Long Wharf case as 
applicable to other Boston areas 
Where massive conversion to 
high-income apartments might 


be possible under a rent control 
regulation that eliminates any 
control on a unit in which $10,- 
000 has been newly invested. 
Finfer sees the Long Wharf rul- 
ing as a new protection for 
tenants in the UMass area of 
Dorchester, the BU area of 
Brighton, and the Peterborough- 
Queensbury area of the Fenway, 
where 110 tenants are currently 
fighting eviction as landlords 
seek to renovate properties. 
Rent control board legal 
counsel Chris Larson agrees that 
the Long Wharf case has broad 
implications, but disagrees as to 
what they are. Larson expresses 


* doubts that the rent board would 


ever allow massive luxury con- 
versions and evictions, as feared 
by tenant groups. The case, he 
continues, may well discourage 
landlords from doing necessary 
maintenance on the buildings for 
fear that, in absence of 
demonstrable code violations, 
they could not win rent increases 
commensurate with their invest- 
ment. Finfer counters by saying 
that if the rent board does it, 
that should not be a problem. 

Perhaps the key to the case, 
however, was expressed in a dis- 
senting opinion by Chief Justice 
G. Joseph Tauro. Tauro found 
that “individual [property] 
rights are being sacrificed here to 
meet a public need.” He found 
that unacceptable. His 
colleagues’ disagreement meant, 
it seems, that social conscience 
won a round in court.

years working in local politics — 
as director of the Massachusetts 
Women’s Political Caucus, as a 
lobbyist on women’s, gay, elder- 
ly, and rent-control issues, as a 
member of the Governor’s Com- 
mission on the Status of Women.

She works 
with the Homophile Community 
Health Service, co-moderates 
WBUR-FM’s The Gay Way, and 
is most enthusiastic about 
Elaine’s entire platform. Pat 
Lewis, the office manager, comes 
from a politically active, liberal 
family: her feminism and her 
familiarity with local politics led 
her to Elaine’s campaign. Steve 
Patti, who met Elaine when he 


and = wife were testifying at 


the State House for the sexual 
ference amendment to the 
qual Rights Amendment in 
1979 (it was later defeated), 
thinks Elaine has a strong ability 
to influence people: “She knows 


‘how to remain unintimidated by 


authority,” he says, “and at the 
same time she doesn’t an- 
tagonize people. That’s impor- 
tant.” Volunteers Sarah Wenis 
and Maggie House agree: 
Maggie added that Elaine’s 
campaign has brought her to un- 
derstand the importance of local 
politics. 

Ginny Hurley, a 40-year-old 
welfare mother who grew up in 
the Fenway and has always been 
active in Fenway politics, liked 
Elaine’s platform, but what 
finally made her decide to work 
with her was a “whispering cam- 
paign ” being carried on against 

aine by some influential peo- 
ple in the Fenway: Elaine, 
rumors went, would work only 
for gay rights and ignore other 
issues. Furious at this distortion 
of what she knew to be a com- 
prehensive political platform, 
Ginny decided to fight it by 


working for "Elaine. ay don’t un- 
derstand the gay thing,” she told 
me. “I couldn’t go for it myself. 
But gay people are certainly en- 
titled to their civil rights . . . and 
who knows? Maybe one day I 
will understand it.” 


It would be difficult to un- 


derestimate the importance of 
Elaine’s lesbianism in her cam- 
paign — not because the gay 
issue is more important than any 
of the «thers, but because she is 
a lesbian running on a platform 
involving so many issues. The 
stereotypes built up about any 
minority group are damaging, 
but in our sexually obsessed 
culture, none is more 
devastating than those attached 
to gay people. It is only last 
month that a bill prohibiting dis- 
crimination against homosexuals 
was defeated in New York, large- 
ly due to the efforts of the New 
York Fire Department, which 
was convinced that gay 
firefighters would turn the city 
into an inferno while they spent 
their workdays indulging their 
insatiable lust. 

The elementary truth that gay 
people are not necessarily 


obsessed with their own sexuali- 
ty needs to be taught to the 
straight world, and the can- 
didacy of a woman like Elaine 
Noble serves, at the very least, 
this educative function. At the 
Committee’s office they told me 
about an elderly Irish woman 
who, upon hearing of Elaine’s 
gay rights platform, responded: 
“That’s dirty business — - stick to 
the issues!” After with 
Elaine and some of her campaign 
workers, she finally conceded 
that people had a right to lead 


their private lives as they saw fit, 
and later, on being told -that 
some of the tenants in the 
building she owned were gay, she 
replied: “They pay their rent — 
give me ten of them!” 

Public awareness of a politi- 
cian who is neither closeting her 
lesbianism nor focusing ex- 
clusively on it has consciousness- 
raising possibilities that are 
staggering. If nothing else, 
Elaine Noble’s campaign is 
bound to obliterate a few 
stereotypes.

Q. Why has it taken nearly a 
decade for. the law to go into 


mittee is responsible for the 
delay. When the committee first 
heard of the imbalance report 
back in ’65, it simply refused to 
acknowledge that imbalance was 
a problem. That set the tone for 
what was to follow. Since the law 
went into effect, the committee 
has used every available means 
to fight it. It has ignored and 
even sabotaged recommen- 
dations by the state board. (In 
one instance, it asked for 
technical help from the state on 
one aspect of imbalance, but 
when the state asked for some 
data necessary to work with, it 
denied them the data.) And the 
committee has challenged the 
law in the courts using every 
argument it could think of: the 
law’s constitutionality, the 
state’s ability to withhold funds 
for noncompliance, and a 
desegregation plan drawn up by 
the state for Boston. 

The committee’s stalling tac- 
tics — in combination with other 
tactics already described — were 
effective: between 1966 and the 
present, the number of racially 
imbalanced schools in Boston 
jumped from 49 to 68. 

On June 21 of this year, 
though, the committee lost its 
biggest legal battle. Federal 
Judge W. Arthur Garrity ruled 
that the schools were un- 
constitutionally segregated and 
ordered the implementation of 
the state’s imbalance plan this 
fall as a first step. 

Drawn up by the state board 
when the city failed to come up 
with an acceptable one, the plan 
is expected to reduce the number 
of imbalanced schools from 68 to 
44, and the number of black 
children attending imbalanced 
schools from around 30,000 to 


10,000. The plan relies heavily 
on two traditional means of 
desegregation: redrawing school 
district boundaries, and busing. 

Under federal law, Judge 
Garrity could order that the en- 
tire system be brought into line 
with its overall racial makeup, 
and he may well do so in the 
future. Such an order would 
mean more busing than is 
scheduled for this fall. 

Q. Why must Boston bear 
the brunt of this? What about 
the suburbs? 

A. The primary responsibility 
for desegregating the schools, 
said Judge Garrity, lies with the 
same people who segregated 
them, the Boston School Com- 
‘mittee 

Whether the suburbs can 
legally be included in a 
desegregation plan is an un- 
answered question; the U.S. 
Supreme Court should rule on 
that one shortly. 

Q. What about neighborhood 
schools? 

A. The school committee’s 
much-vaunted neighborhood 
school policy is largely a myth. 

The policy, said Garrity, is so 


selective that it hardly amounts 


to a policy at all. 

‘‘Several practices of the 
defendants [School Committee 
aid administrators],” he said, 
‘“‘were antithetical to a 
neighborhood school system: ex- 
tensive busing, open enrollment, 
multi-school districts [several 
schools in one district, largely 
divided along racial lines], 


magnet schools [designed to at- . 


tract students from several dis- 
tricts], citywide schools and 
feeder patterns. 

“Additionally, the elementary 
school map, does not show dis- 
tricting which would be consis- 
tent with a neighborhood school 
policy: schools are not located 
near the center of regular, com- 
pact districts, but rather near 


the edges of irregular districts | 


requiring some students to at- 
tend a relatively distant school 
when there is another one within 
one or two blocks.”

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whether the law was obeyed. 

By 1973, another bill to 
prohibit busing without parental 
consent made it through both 
branches and again was vetoed, 
but the writing was on the wall. 
Sargent’s veto of outright repeal 
of the Racial Imbalance Law was 
sustained by only a handful of 
votes in the House, and 1974, 
everyone knew, is an election 
year. 

This is an election year in 
which the governor has backed 
down and agreed to scrap the law 
in favor of a voluntary busing 
program that will never satisfy 
the courts but may save his 
political skin, and a year in 
which the whole complex issue of 
quality, integrated education 
has finally deteriorated into a 
simplistic battle over busing, pro 
and con (with no one left, it 
seems, but Cardinal Medeiros to 
speak publicly for the “pro’), 
and with the courts finally say- 
ing, in effect, ‘‘Enough is 
enough! 

What Federal Judge W. 
Arthur Garrity seems to be say- 
ing is that we’re never going to 
break down the racial barriers in 
the city’s schools by relying on 
politicians — of whatever stripe 
— to show the way. 

Where has all the political 
support for racial balance gone? 


“You have to give credit to the 
Boston delegation,”’ said Barney 
Frank of the Back Bay, one of 
the few Boston reps whose con- 
stituency allows him to continue 
to support the law. “They’ve 
done a good job of lobbying their 
colleagues, who never liked 
blacks all that much anyway.” 

Some of the criticism that 
Judge Garrity, a resident of lily- 
white Wellesley, has aroused by 
ordering the implementation of 
the imperfect and, in many 
ways, unfair state busing plan 
this fall is certainly justified. But 
the courts are merely filling a 
vacuum created by the now total 
lack of political leadership on the 
issue. Just look, as they say, at 
the record: 


Mayor Kevin White: In 
fairness to the mayor, he never 
really intended to be cast as a 
supporter of the state balance 
formula. It just sort of happened. 
Or at least, since his mayoral op- 
ponent in 1967 turned out to be 
the anti-integration queen, 
Louise Day Hicks, it seemed like 
a good idea at the time. Lately, 
though, it hasn’t seemed like 
such a good idea, and White has 
advocated amendments to the 
law, abolition of the hard percen- 
tages of white to non-white 
students in order for a school to 
be declared balanced. White has 
said a community shouldn’t be 
punished if there is concrete 
evidence that it is “trying.” And 
the Boston School Committee, 
Lord knows, is very trying. 

White’s softened position has 


resulted in some questionable 
decision, such as his commit- 
ment of city funds to help the 
school committee in its fruitless 


court appeals, but now that 


Judge Garrity has taken the 
mayor off the hook, perhaps he 
will still come through. His staff 
is working earnestly to see that 
school children are not hurt this 
September and he has vowed “to 
hold the city together.” He’s got 
a lot at stake. If the city ex- 
plodes, he may never get to be 
president. 

John Kerrigan: The chair- 
man of the School Committee, 
though, is something else again. 
His open appeals to racism and 
his challenge to Boston nts 
to disobey the law this fall make 
Kerrigan both the personifica- 
tion of the sort of irresponsible 
leadership that could result in 
violence and the perennial top 
vote getter in municipal elec- 
tions. 

On the other hand, of course, 
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Kerrigan is absolutely right 
when he says it’s becoming vir- 
tually impossible to balance the 
city’s schools under the state 
criteria. The non-white school 
population of the city has risen 
to 38.5 percent, and in a few 
years there will be no way, even 
with massive cross-busing, that 
any semblance of balance will be 
possible without help from the 
suburbs. But there is nothing 
constructive in Kerrigan’s 
appeal for a metropolitan busing 
plan. He wants only to expose 
the hypocrisy of the suburban 
liberal. 


At least three of Kerrigan’s 
school committee cohorts, Paul 
Tierney, Paul Ellison, and John 
McDonough, share his obstruc- 
tionist view to one degree or 
another — McDonough won re- 
election with ‘‘No Forced 


| Busing” billboards. 


Kathleen Sullivan: If there’s 
a breath of fresh air emanating 
from School Committee head- 
quarters, it’s due to occasional 
efforts by the board’s newest 
member to be truthful. Rather 
than parroting the ‘“‘no forced 
busing as long as I’m around” 
line that her colleagues have 
been using to deceive the public, 
raise false hopes, and cover up 
their own deficiencies for years, 


Sullivan has actually made 
attempts at public meetings to 
address the reality of the situa- 
tion — that the courts are going 
to demand that the schools be 
integrated and the city should 
really face up to that situation. 
But such talk, unfortunately, is 
not well received, and Sullivan 
has become increasingly 
cautious — even to the point of 
reversing an earlier vote and 
agreeing to go along with the 
appeal of the Garrity decision. 

Albert O’Neil: The City 
Council has virtually nothing to 
say about the busing controver- 
sy, but that hasn’t stopped 
Dapper from getting into the act 
and receiving a fair amount of 
publicity in the process. Dapper 
makes John Kerrigan seem 
tolerant. Whereas Kerrigan’s 
race-baiting is, at least, faintly 
muted, Dapper is nothing if not 
direct. When racial trouble 
erupted at Hyde Park High 
School a couple of years ago, 
Dapper showed up and confided 
to a Record American reporter, 
“I’m not going to stand by and 
let those niggers take over this 
school.”’ And things almost got 
out of hand two summers ago 
when Dapper appeared in the 
South End and called groups of 
Spanish-speaking people milling 
around in Blackstone Park 
“leeches and maggots.” 

Most frightening is that 
Dapper is now running for 
Sheriff, and when the network 
news crews are in town in the fall 
he’s sure to start sounding off 
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again. If he does get elected and 
starts running Charles Street 
Jail, the phrase “cruel and un- 
usual punishment”’ will probably 
take on an entirely new meaning. 

The rest of the City Council, 
confident that it can do no real 
good or harm anyway, routinely 
passes by unanimous vote 
measures to weaken integration 
efforts. Councilor Gerald 
O’Leary, who likes to think of 
himself as a liberal, was even 
thinking of running for governor, 
of all things, on an anti-busing 
platform. (George Wallace’s 
American Party is doing precise- 
ly that.) Most uncomfortable, 
though, is Councilor Larry 
DiCara, who does his best to 
balance his own liberal instincts 
with his largely conservative 
constituency. He wore a “Stop 
Forced Busing” button while the 
City Council chambers were fill- 
ed with anti-busing mothers, for 
instance, and then took it off as 
soon as they left. 

Gov. Francis Sargent: The 
biggest disappointment in this 
election year of disap- 
pointments, though, had to be 
Sargent’s final decision to give 
up on the Racial Imbalance Law 
and offer a weak alternative 
proposal based on voluntary bus- 
ing and financial incentives to 
suburban schools that accept ur- 
ban blacks — quickly termed 
“slave bounties” by the Black 
Caucus. Sargent’s reversal split 
his own staff down the middle 
and, as he surely realized, it 
guaranteed that the courts 
would step in, as they since have. 

Atty. Gen. Robert Quinn: 
Quinn, who opposed the Racial 
Balance Law from the begin- 
ning, voting against it in 1965 
when he wes a Dorchester rep, 
has had an easier time of it since 
he hasn't had to shift his position 
at all. But he still wants to be 
elected governor without ever 
having to offer his own solution 
to the school segregation 
problem. He just says he’s 
against forced busing, in favor of 
quality education, and pretty 
much lets it go at that, expecting 
us to believe that if urban 
schools are upgraded with 
massive amounts of state aid, 
suburban whites will start break- 
ing down the doors to get in. 

At a recent televised press con- 
ference, Quinn was pressed to be 
more specific about what he 
would do to integrate the 
schools. He finally admitted his 
“plan” was to leave it up to the 
courts. Three days later Judge 
Garrity ruled and Quinn’s posi- 
tion proved to be, if nothing else, 
realistic. 

Mike Dukakis: He did not get 
a fair shake from the press when 
he announced his own proposal 
recently, a plan that would do 
away with busing by allowing 
students to go to school in their 
own communities and let each 
community run its schools. The 
press put the phrase, “‘separate 
but equal” in Dukakis’s mouth, 
which is not entirely inaccurate, 
but certainly is an overly- 
simplistic description of what 
Dukakis was saying. 

Still, you can't say that Mike 
didn’t ask for it. After all, he was 
a state rep in 1965 and supported 
the Racial Imbalance Law. 
Again, there’s nothing wrong 
with a guy’s changing his mind, 
but the timing of Dukakis’s new 
plan, coming as it did after the 
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governor’s shift, during a period 
when Dukakis was not getti 
any media attention, and a ful 
year after the city of Boston had 
already begun work on a referen- 
dum to reorganize its school 
system, had to make his motives 
suspect. 

There is merit to the com- 
munity control concept — which 
is also endorsed by one of the 
Black Caucus members, Rep. 
Bill Owens — but there is no way 
that the Dukakis plan could be 
implemented in time to stave off 
busing this September, and 
haven’t we had enough raising of 
false hopes already? 

Carroll Sheehan: For the 
record, there is another can- 
didate for governor, and the con- 
servative Republican, not unex- 
pectedly, is ‘“unalterably op- 
posed” to forced busing. “Any 
law which divides brother 
against brother, white against 
black, and brings the same fears 
to black and white parents alike 
relative to the safety of their 
children is a bad law,” Sheehan 
said in his recommendations to 
the GOP platform committee. 
Yet another example of the 
irrational fear of the bus, a psy- 
chological ailment that seems to 
be sweeping the country. 

David Bartley: When you 
talk about lack of political 
leadership, though, you have to 
recognize that the House of 
Representatives’ deterioration of 
support for the Racial Balance 
Law reflects almost precisely the 
change of the position of its 
Speaker. 

Bartley was just a Holyoke rep 
in 1965 when he followed the par- 
ty leadership in voting for the 
law (which, of course, has no 
effect on his home district). He 
even opposed the amendment 
outlawing forced busing. But 
now that Bartley is Speaker he 
favors repeal of the law, and so 
does the House. “He never took a 
leadership position on the 
issue,”’ explains his press aide, 
Tim Taylor, “It’s the kind of 
issue where everyone goes his 
own way.” 

Tom Atkins: Remember him? 
We haven’t heard much from the 
once-vociferous black leader 
since he vanished into his low- 
profile job as head of the State 
Communities and Development 
Dept. But Atkins, who did so 
much to get the Racial Im- 
balance Law passed originally, 
broke his silence recently to 
criticize publicly his boss, the 
governor, for folding on the issue. 
A gutsy thing to do. But I 
remember when Atkins was run- 
ning for mayor and he himself 
denounced the law, saying “it 
does no good to bus kids from 
one bad school to another” and 
terming his initial support for 
the law ‘‘a mistake.” 

Louise Day Hicks: Both 
Louise and her political career, 
probably, are past their respec- 
tive primes. But she made the 
most of her one issue. It took her 
all the way to Washington and, 
in one instance, a White House 
reception line where Pat and 
Dick Nixon (no kidding!) told 
her she had what it takes to 
become the first woman presi- 
dent. It must be comforting to 
Mrs. Hicks even now to see 
everyone coming around to her 
way of thinking. Except, of 
course, that damned Judge 
Garrity.

blacks, the main objective is to 
desegregate the 82 percent non- 
white Lee School, which the 
School Committee allowed to 
become imbalanced through 
some weird maneuvering (see ac- 
companying article). 300 whites 
will be bused to achieve that 
purpose, and 100 blacks bused to 
the Taylor school. 

Murphy District. (Includes 
Neponset, Codman Sq. north, 
Ashmont, Franklin Field north). 
A large chunk of white 
Dorchester with the black 
Franklin Field area tacked on in 
the west, the district will be 
heavily bused. Of 900 kids bus- 
ed, 500 will be black, most of 
them going from around 
Franklin Field to the Murphy (a 
new school), Kenny (formerly 9 
percent nonwhite) and Richards 
(less than 1 percent nonwhite in 
the past). 400 whites will be bus- 
ed, many for distance and safety 
reasons. 

Marshall District. (Ashmont, 
Fields Corner, Codman Sq. 
north, Franklin Park). North of 
the Murphy district and parallel 
to it, the racial pattern is much 
the same, running from black in 
the west (Franklin Park) to 
white in the east (Fields Corner). 
Of seven schools in the district, 
one in the west used to be 97 per- 
cent black and four in the east 


over 96 percent white; now 
they’re almost all around 40 per- 
cent black. Of 275 kids bused, 
most are for safety reasons. It’s a 
small district. 

Dever Holland District. 
(Grove Hall east, Savin Hill, 
Uphams’ Corner, Columbia Pt.) 
An unusual district in that 
there’s a large white population 
in the middle with black areas on 
the east (Columbia Pt.) and west 
(Grove Hall). 700 blacks will be 
bused, most from the two ends of 
the district to the center. Of 300 
whites bused, 200 will go to the 
Dever School at Columbia Point. 

Milmore District. A balanced 
one-school district in the Back 
Bay, with 65 kids bused for safe- 
ty reasons. 

Prince District. (Back Bay, 
from the Public Garden to Mass. 
Ave.). An imbalanced one-school 
district (52 percent nonwhite) 
with 100 kids bused for safety 
reasons. 

Russell Hawthorne District. 
(Andrew Square, Uphams 
Corner, a piece of Grove Hall 
and the Old Harbor Village part 
of South Boston). With a slice of 
Southie matched against a slice 
of Roxbury, 500 kids will be bus- 
ed, around 300 of them blacks 
who will go to two formerly white 
schools near Edward Everett Sq. 


MIDDLE SCHOOLS 


Edison District. A pairing of 
one-half of Brighton with Mis- 
sion Hill and part of the Fenway. 
Brookline’s right in the middle. 
300 blacks will be bused to the 


school, changing it from 29 per- 
cent nonwhite to 39 percent. 

Taft. The other half of 
Brighton paired with much of 
the Back Bay, joined by a narrow 
strip of Comm. Ave. near B.U. 
170 blacks will be bused, many 
from around Huntington and 
Columbus Ave. about 4 miles 
distant. 

Curley. (Most of Jamaica 
Plain, part of Roslindale and a 
bit of West Roxbury). Near 
Jamaica Pond, the 1000-seat 
Curley will draw whites from 
Roslindale. Of 275 to be bused, 
almost all are whites. The dis- 
trict includes Bromley-Heath on 
the north. 

Roosevelt. (Egleston Square, 
Forest Hills, Southern J.P.) 
Drawing blacks from Egleston 
Square, which it is near, and 
whites from the rest of the dis- 
trict, the school will open around 
45 percent nonwhite. The 330 
kids to be bused are evenly 
divided, white and non-white. 

Irving, in Roslindale. 
(Includes most of Roslindale, 
part of Hyde Park, and parts of 
Roxbury and Dorchester border- 
ing Franklin Park). A big 1230- 
seat school, and a big busing 
operation. Of 700 kids to be bus- 
ed, about 500 are blacks coming 
from around Franklin Field 
across the green belt to Roslin- 
dale. The school was already 40 
percent nonwhite because of 
many transfers; it’ll now be 43 
percent nonwhite. 

The Lewenberg and the 
Thompson Districts, both in 


Mattapan and both controver- 
sial. The district includes Mat- 
tapan and Hyde Park and 
represents another big busing 
operation. Around 360 white kids 
from Hyde Park will be bused 
to the Lewenberg and 650 to the 
Thompson, some as far as four 
miles. Hyde Park’s intermediate 
school, the Rogers, is being con- 
verted to high school use and 
Hyde Park doesn’t like that. The 
Lewenberg will open 42 percent 
nonwhite, the Thompson 45. 

Wilson. A large piece of South 
Dorchester, including 
Dorchester Lower Mills, 
Neponset, a part of Codman Sq. 
and half of the Franklin Field 
area tacked on. Dorchester Ave. 
runs- through the middle of the 
district and is the racial dividing 
line: to its east are whites, 
around it the population is mix- 
ed and to the west, near Franklin 
Field, are blacks. The 280 kids to 
be bused to Wilson, which is 
roughly in the middle of the dis- 
trict, divide up evenly between 
whites and nonwhites. 

Holmes (Central Dorchester). 
On the border of a black area, it 
had been 99.5 percent black. 
Drawing about 170 whites from 
around Codman Square, it will 
become just 46 percent non- 
white. 

Cleveland (Northern 
Dorchester). A reversal of the 
Holmes situation: right near 
Fields Corner, Cleveland had 
been 85 percent white. This year, 
460 blacks will be bused in from 
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16.95

around Grove Hall, and 
Cleveland will also transform to 
46 percent nonwhite. 

McCormack. Right next to 
the largely black Columbia Pt. 
Housing Project and designed by 
the school committee as a black 
middle school (see accom- 
panying article), McCormack 
had been 83 percent nonwhite 
before this year. 260 white kids 
will be bused in from Savin Hill 
and a portion of South Boston, 
changing the enrollment to 38 
percent nonwhite. 

King. The figures here are 
similar to the McCormack. 
Located not far from Franklin 
Park, King was also designated a 
middle school in 1968 in order to 
‘*feed’’ black kids into 
predominantly black high 
schools. Totally black last year, 
King will receive about 540 
whites this year, 260 of them by 
bus, changing its enrollment to 
45 percent nonwhite. 

Gavin. Located in South 
Boston, the 1120-seat Gavin will 
now cover half of Southie, half of 
the South End and most of the 
Dudley Street area. 500 kids will 
be bused to it, 400 of them black, 
and its enrollment will switch 
from 95 percent white to 55 per- 
cent white. 

Mackey. Includes another 
chunk of Southie in its district 
and more of the South End. It’s 
in the South End so the busing 
direction is reversed: 300 Southie 
kids will be bused to it, giving it 
a racial composition of 28 per- 
cent nonwhite. 

Michelangelo. In the North 
End and formerly over 90 per- 
cent white, the school will get 
120 nonwhites by bus this fall. Of 
that number, almost all are 
Chinese. 


HIGH SCHOOLS 


The number of high school 
students who will’ require 
chartered busing under the plan 
is currently a bone of contention 
between the Boston School 
Department and the state 
Education dept. Of the 6,000 
claimed by the School Depart- 
ment, says the state, some 2,000 
to 3,000 could just as easily 
provide their own transporta- 


tion. The following, though, is 
based on the School Dept.’s 
claims. 

Brighton High will draw from 
Brighton, most of the Back Bay, 
one-third of the South End and 
the northern tip of Roxbury. 580 
kids will be bused, 470 of them 
black, and the school will be 41 
percent nonwhite. 

English High. Until now a 
citywide boys school to which 
blacks were channeled, English 
will become districted and coed. 
The district includes all of West 
Roxbury and the Fenway and 
half of Roslindale, J.P. and Rox- 
bury. A thousand kids will re- 
quire busing, 900 of them white. 
The racial makeup will drop 
from 88 percent black to 41 per- 
cent. 

Jamaica Plain High. One 
half of J.P. and the Egleston Sq. 
section of Roxbury. A compact 
district, no busing required. 

Roslindale High. Includes 
half of Roslindale, parts of Forest 
Hills and Hyde Park and half of 
the Franklin Field section. The 
school has been 95 percent white, 
drawing heavily on West Rox- 
bury and J.P. Now those areas 
are dropped, black Franklin 
Field is added, and with 330 
blacks bused in, the black enroll- 
ment will jump to 28 percent. 

Hyde Park High. Includes 
most of Hyde Park and Mat- 
tapan. On the middle school 
level, large numbers of Hyde 
Park kids will be bused to Mat- 
tapan. On the high school level 
it’s the opposite: an incredible 
1,300 blacks (says the School 
Department) will be bused to 
Hyde Park High, changing the 
black enrollment from 18 per- 
cent to 41. 

Dorchester High. Includes 
Upham’s Corner, Codman 
Square, Fields Corner, part of 
Mattapan. A 2,000-seat school, 
that was 58 percent nonwhite 
last year, Dorchester will get 220 
kids via bus from the white sec- 
tions in the east, dropping its 
nonwhite makeup to 45 percent. 

Burke. Includes Grove Hall 
and parts of Uphams’ Corner 
and Savin Hill. Formerly a girls 
school and 99 percent black, 
Burke will go coed, have 140 
whites bused to it from around 
Savin Hill, and drop to 45 per- 
cent black. 

South Boston-Girls High 
complex. This is the one city 
and state officials are worried 


about — the pairing of complete- 
ly white Southie (with three 
annexes) and the former Girls 
High, completely black. 

‘“‘Logistically it’s night- 
mare,” says one city official 
working on the problem. “For 
openers, there are six different 
housing projects in the district 
where kids will gather to wait for 
buses: D Street in Southie, 
Columbia Point, the Mary 
McCormack, Old Colony, 
Orchard Park near Dudley Sta- 
tion and Cathedral in the South 
End.” 

Taken together, the schools 
and annexes have a capacity of 
over 3,000 students. According to 
the School Department’s figures, 
1,700 kids will be bused one way 
or the other. 

The plan is to have all the 9th 
and 10th graders go to Southie, 
the 11th graders to Roxbury and 
the 12th graders to both. 


NOT BUSED 


Whole sections of the city re- 
main untouched under the 
state’s imbalance plan. The 
most outstanding examples are 
predominantly white East 
Boston and Charlestown, which 
are unaffected by the plan at all 
three school levels. 

(Charlestown is included in a 
high school district that 
stretches into the North End and 
Beacon Hill, but the district is 88 
percent white and there is no 
busing to speak of.) 

At the middle school level, the 
Shaw district covering almost all 
of West Roxbury remains about 
80 percent white. 

In addition to Charlestown, 
West Roxbury and East Boston, 
the elementary school level has 
an abundance of districts that 
are way out of line with the 
system’s overall racial makeup: 
the Lower Roxbury-Highland 
Park district, (with six schools 
that are over 90 percent non- 
white), the Tobin Farragut dis- 
trict in the Fenway and Mission 
Hill (2 schools over 70 percent 
nonwhite), the Washington Park 
district in Roxbury (six schools 
that are over 97 percent black), 
the Paine Audubon district in 
Roxbury (six more schools over 
90 percent black), the Eliot 
District in the North End (95 
percent white), virtually all of 
South Boston (92 percent white), 
and all of Brighton (over 85 per- 
cent white).

as well as their traditional vir- 
tues. But if Mao thinks that 
present-day Chinese behavior is 
not all it should be, this may not 
be the fault or due to the in- 
fluence of Lin Piao or Confucius. 
Rather human nature and social 
conditions have combined to 
contribute to it. 

Politically, as a mass move- 
ment, the campaign is being 
developed stage by stage and 
aims at political and social 
reform. That is, as a process the 
campaign is manipulated and 
guided to proceed gradually from 


the “crowd” stage to that in 
which the crowd has coalesced 
into a “group” which can and 
will make a concerted effort. to 
achieve a common goal. From 
the viewpoint of this common 
goal — the real objective-— dis- 
cussion proceeds from the con- 
crete to the abstract, i.e., from 
criticism of Confucius and Lin 
Piao personally to the ideas and 
attitudes they represent. After 
the movement has reached the 
appropriate level of abstraction 
criticism will then return to the 
concrete, back to the current 
political and social needs which 
are what the current cultural 
revolution is really all about. 
This pattern of a Chinese com- 
munist mass movement accords 


with Mao’s own theories as 
stated in his important treatise 
“On Practice.” 

The campaign, however, 
already seems to be approaching 
its final stage — the return to the 
concrete. Thus factory managers 
have been denounced for permit- 
ting material incentives to be in- 
troduced in order to increase 
production. Other targets have 
been officials at all levels who 
have abused their powers and 
deviated from Mao’s directives 
and those of the Central Com- 
mittee. From this we can see 
that the movement is no longer 
concerned merely with the im- 
personal concrete, i.e., with par- 
ticular national needs, whether 
political or social, but it is now

reaching down to the level of par- 
ticular individual whose ways of 
life need reforming or who may 
even need to be removed from 
their positions of responsibility. 
And not only is this true of 
bureaucrats, but also of powerful 
military figures. 

With this understanding of the 
structure of a mass movement in 
China and in the light of Chinese 
political experience past and 
present, I would like to suggest 
what the real objectives of the 
campaign are. At home the pur- 
pose of the revolution is to root 
out any tendency toward 
political liberalism, and to 
tighten Peking’s political control 
over the provinces by affirming 
the primacy of the party’s cen- 
tral leadership over both the 
army and the civil bureaucracy. 
Internationally the revolution is 
intended to warn Moscow of 
possible defeat if the Soviets 
make any attempt to interfere in 
Chinese internal affairs either by 
employing traitors as agents or 
by actual military intervention. 

From the beginning Lin Piao 
has been accused, among other 
crimes, of being an old-style 
warlord, and this obviously 
points to the fact that one main 
objective of the movement is to 
re-affirm the primacy of civilian 
control over the military. 
Historically China has never 
been ruled by a military govern- 
ment, central of local. In 
peacetime Chinese rulers have 
always deprived their generals of 
power, subordinating them to 
centralized civilian control. 
Some emperors achieved this 
transition smoothly, others 
violently; but all succeeded ex- 
cept the Nationalists while they 
were on the Mainland. Under 
Mao the Peking Government in 
1954 had dissolved the four great 
military administrative areas 
into which the nation had been 
divided and which had been 
placed under the jurisdiction of 
four senior generals of the 
original Red Army. This was 
thought to be the beginning of 
the restoration of power to the 
central government. During the 
cultural revolution of the Sixties, 
however, the provinces were once. 
again dominated by generals. 
Thus the recent reassignment of 
eight of the 11 commanders of 
China’s military regions may 
best be understood as one more 
step toward restoring the 
traditional civilian rule over the 
military. 


Stability Demonstrated 


Needless to say, these 
developments demonstrate 
China’s self-confidence and ex- 
hibit a stability which she ap- 
parently did not previously en- 
joy. In this context, criticism of 
Lin Piao should be understood 
mainly as an effort to consolidate 
and strengthen the gains of the 
transition period while at the 
same time paving the way either 


for the future reassignment of 


the remaining three powerful 
generals or to further restricting 
their powers. Still another 
possibility may be to prevent the 
rise of another Lin Piao who, ac- 
cording to Peking, had tried to 
depose Mao in favor of Moscow. 
The latest reports from China in 
this respect are very suggestive. 
Some military commanders are 
already being criticized and the 
commanders of Anwei, 
Shenyang, and Shansi are 
among the first to have been 
singled out. 

As to the international 
significance of the movement, it 
is beyond question that the ten- 
sion between Russia and China

has been steadily increasing over 
the past two years. It is equally 
clear that the Chinese Govern- 
ment wants its people to be 
aware of the danger from the 
North and be prepared for any 
eventuality. The recent blast of 
publicity concerning the latest 
Soviet air intrusions (62 times 
since 1973); the dramatization of 
atrocities committed by the 
Japanese; and the sufferings in- 
flicted on the Chinese people by 
the Nationalists under the 
protective umbrella of the 
Americans; all this is intended to 
remind the Chinese people of the 
bad old days when China was 
under foreign domination. While 
the bad old days may be past, a 
real danger still exists in the 
North. Although it is the 
Japanese and the Nationalists 
who are being attacked publical- 
ly, the real target is Russia. 

This is not the first time that 
Confucius, dead now 2500 years, 
has been attacked by the com- 
munists. Mao first initiated such 
criticism in 1939 and renewed it 
in 1965, though he had declared 
just the previous year “that Con- 
fucianism must survive, 
although he did not agree with 
all of it.”” Despite the rhetoric, 
the real difference between Con- 
fucius and Mao is this: Con- 
fucius taught that society is like 
a stable organism which should 
function harmoniously with 
restraint and moderation. Mao, 
on the other hand, subscribes to 
theories of dialectical conflict 
and believes society to be con- 
stantly changing through revolu- 
tion and class struggle. In the 
end historians may award more 
points to Mao because he has un- 
dermined the Confucian concept 
of blind acceptance of poverty 
and social immobility as well as 
ending the centuries-old sub- 
jugation of women and the 
primacy of family loyalty which 
underwrote nepotism and cor- 
ruption in Chinese society for so 
many centuries. Yet, as Mao 
conceded, many Confucian 
teachings will still survive. Take, 
for example, the Confucian 
theory of ‘‘rectification of 
names” which expresses the idea 
of inherent human duties and is 
as important to the Far East as 
the doctrine of inherent human 
rights is to the West. All political 
philosophy except anarchism 
surely must concede the validity 
of this doctrine in one form or 
another. 

As for Lin Piao, the real facts 
of the case remain a mystery. All 
we actually know is hearsay, and 
no responsible scholar can 
seriously assess the case until he 
has free access to all pertinent 
information about Lin Piao 
himself as well as his forty-year 
association with Mao. 

Speaking personally, I cannot 
but agree with the Peking 
leadership that in the light of the 
basic pattern of Chinese history 
— the rise and fall of Dynasties, 
there exists real need for periodic 
revival of the Chinese national 
spirit. But I do not agree with 
their methods, viz., discrimina- 
tion, violence, and personal 
abuse. Just as Confucius’s 
teachings are subject to the 
limitations of the culture of his 
time, so too are Mao’s doctrines. 
In today’s world no one can 
responsibly claim an absolute 
value for his teachings. Recent 
reports have been telling us that 
the masses are bored with 
political agitation and that some 
cadres are refusing to lead the 
movement, taking refuge in a 
“‘wait-and-see”’ attitude and 
justifying their reluctance by the 
setbacks encountered during the 
Great Cultural Revolution of 
1966-1969. Only five years have 
passed and the average Chinese 
citizen may not as yet have 
recovered from his previous psy- 
chological shock. Now he is faced 
with still another.campaign from 
which he may see nothing in 
store for himself but fear and un- 
certainty. If in the past China’s 
rulers failed by default, today’s 
leaders may be overdoing things. 
But only the future can tell 
whether eventually they will 
succeed or fail. The final out- 
come lies beyond present reliable 
prediction.

Have the Sox Found Themselves, Or What?

Have the Red Sox authentical- 
ly found themselves, or did the 
Texas Rangers merely choose 
New England as the site for their 
descent as they sought to seek 
out their proper level? 

We now have less than half a 
baseball season to find out, but 
the real point was that after 
showing strong indications of 
taking off into their Annual Mid- 
summer Tailspin, the Boston 
pit@hing staff abruptly reversed 
its fortunes and, allowing a 
total of 12 hits over the course of 
three days, led the Sox to a 
sweep over the Rangers.

With Baltimore’s fortunes on _ 


the rise, none could doubt that © 


all signs pointed to the beginning 
of the end when, like a welcome 
breath of arctic air, the Rangers 
hit town. Consecutive one-run 
games by Luis Tiant and Reggie 
Cleveland — yes, Reggie 
Cleveland — and a modicum of 
offensive support gave Boston 
the first two games, and then on 
Thursday afternoon when Bill 
Lee pitched his first respectable 
game in well over a month — a 4- 
hitter, yet — and the bats 
suddenly came alive (15 hits, 7 of 
them for extra bases) to treat a 
succession of Texas pitchers 
most unkindly, the Old Towne 
Team appeared, at least for the 
moment, to have put the pieces 
back together. Exactly how all 
this would stack up with Dick 
Williams (0-10 since returning to 
the major leagues) leading his 
last-place Angels into town for 
the weekend remained to be 
seen; no team likes to find itself 
standing in the path of a streak 
like that — it’s more likely to 
snap with each game — par-

the hospital — on the ball club 
was once again doing what they 
are supposed to do. Carl 
Yastrzemski had climbed to 
fourth in the league in batting,

Drawing crowds which averag- 
ed in excess of 40,000, the World 
Football League finally got off 
the ground last week, and in 
places like Jacksonville, Orlan- 
do, Philadelphia, and Bir- 
mingham they’re already saying 
“one down, nineteen to go.” 
(And if it seems perfectly fatuous 
to be playing football in Florida 
in the middle of July, just 
remember that this isn’t the 
league that plays games in Green 

Bay and Minnesota at Christ- 
mastime.) 

It’s impossible, of course, to 
make any definitive 
pronouncements after one week 
of play, but after viewing the 
televised New York-Jacksonville 


game on Thursday night, a few 
observations are in order. 

One is that in spite of the 
chortling which greeted the 
WFL’s rules changes when they 
were first announced (the NFL, 
chortled so hard that they went 
out and implemented about half 
of them themselves), the WFL 
brand of the game is still, very 
recognizably, football. The 
pase would have had us 

lieve that between the day-glo 
footballs and the kickoffs from 
the 30 yard-line and the elimina- 
tion of the perfunctory place- 
kick for extra points and the no 
fair-catch rule, the WFL had so 
distorted the sport of Thorpe and 
Grange and Harmon — which, of 
course, it is not anyway — that 
we were destined to watch 
something more akin to water 
polo than football on Thursday 
nights. This is patently not the 
case. The WFL changes don’t 
markedly alter the contest at all, 
and the innovations almost all 
‘seem to make for more exciting 
football. 

Another point about the Waf- 
fle, as it is already being called, 
is that in addition to being very 
competitive and relatively well- 
balanced, is that the teams 
appear to be well-prepared and 
well-coached. If the Sharks- 
Stars game was sloppy in spots 
(Jacksonville, the eventual 14-7 


winner, scored its touchdowns on 
(a) an 87-yard punt return that 
saw Alvin Wyatt break at least 
six tackles and (b) a fumble 
recovery by O.Z. White in the 
end zone on a play which had 
been set up by (c) a blocked 
punt), there were, on balance, 
far fewer mistakes than the first 
exhibition game between any 
two NFL teams might be ex- 
pected to yield. (That the WFL 
can go out and open a season 


£ sans exhibitions and play this 


well should puncture one other 
NFL myth. The owners and 
management have argued that it 
is essential to a team’s perfor- 
mance that it labor through six 
or seven preseason games in 
order to attain a competitive 
preparedness necessary for the 
regular season. In point of fact, 
the sum effect of the NFL ex- 
hibition season is that it fills the 
team’s coffers: The owners gouge 
the fans by forcing them to buy 
tickets for preseason games, they 
charge regular-season prices and 
draw near-regular season 
crowds. They package off televi- 
sion contracts for their exhibi- 
tion road games and they black 
out their home exhibition games. 
The only difference, from 
management’s point of view, 
between the regular season and 
the preseason is that while the 
latter is in progress they don’t 


have to pay regular season 


wages, with the result that a 

five-year veteran’s weekly wage 

for risking life and limb in an ex- 

hibition game is easily surpassed 

by that of a journeyman steam- 
itter.) 

The WFL’s attendance figures 
— if one is to believe them; there 
has been widespread skepticism 
that the audiences were padded, 
but if so, that’s an awful lot of 
padding — were so impressive 
that they caught even some WFL 
people by surprise, and while 
we'll have to wait for the ratings 
to come out to see just how the 
TV game fared, the chances are 
that there were a lot of people

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It’s Jimmy’s Game — An ss Love Match

LONDON—The kid stood out 
there on Wimbledon’s Centre 
Court on the 100th anniversary 
of tennis playing more opponents 
than he could shake a racket at: 
WCT, ATP, Jack Kramer, 
Donald Dell, an insurance com- 
pany, a couple of countries — in- 
cluding his own, perhaps — 14,- 
000 fans and maybe even a cir- 
cuit court or two. In addition, 
there was a little man across the 
net named Kenneth Robert 
Rosewall. In 93 minutes, the kid 
beat them all. When the umpire 
mercifully said “Game, set and 
match to Mr. Connors” after 
Jimmy Connors plain destroyed 
Rosewall in the Wimbledon 
final, no one was quite sure 
which match the man was talk- 
ing about. 

Connors’ law suit against 
ATP’s Dell and Kramer? Or was 
it the one against Commercial 
Union? Or the French and 
Italian championships? Was the 
umpire talking about the match 
between Connors’ US Indepen- 
dent Circuit and WCT? Maybe 
he was talking about the sport of 
tennis itself, its traditions, its 
mores, its Vatican in this Lon- 
don suburb. Because for the time 
being, the kid Connors owns the 
sport. With each crashing shot 
he hit past Rosewall to win his 
first Wimbledon championship 
in his third try, Connors was 
brashly ushering tennis into its 
second hundred years. The 
bolsheviks were running wild in 
the castle, and the government 
was in a shambles. 

“They say I’m the most un- 
popular champion in 
Wimbledon history,” Connors 
said- amidst a rubble of Sunday 
eon and empty champagne 

ttles in manager Bill Riordan’s 
suite the day after his nearly 
flawless victory. “But I don’t 
care. ‘Cause I am the cham- 
pion.” 

“T’ve been telling people for a 
long time that the kid is the best 
player in the world,” manager 
Riordan said between the thou- 
sand or so phone calls that kept 
the Inn on the Park switchboard 
busy for most of Sunday. 

“Maybe they’ll believe me now.’ 

They should. In’ the biggest 
match of his young life, Jimmy 
Connors went out and played the 
best tennis of his young life. “I 
played unbelievable tennis’”’ was 


-the-way he-described it in the 
Wimbledon -press room 
‘afterward, holding on to fiancee 
Chris’ Evert (who’d won the 
“women’s title over Olga 


Morozova the day before) with 
one hand and a check for the 
equivalent of 25,000 American 
dollars in the other, and he was 
right. And when friend and 
fellow member of the Fraternity 
of Tennis Revolutionaries that 
Riordan manages, Ilie Nastase, 
called from Brussels the next 
morning and Connors gushed 
into the phone, “Nasty boy, I 
didn’t miss a ball,” he was right 
again. 

The Saturday of the finals was 
supposed to be the day that 
Rosewall finally won the cham- 
pionship that has eluded him 
during his wonderful tennis 
lifetime, and the scenario had 
been all but written in the dozen 
London daily newspapers on 
Saturday morning. Rosewall had 
made everyone ‘believe in the 
tooth fairy by coming from two 
sets and a match point down to 


_defeat Stan Smith in the 


semifinals on Friday, and if he 
was too old at 39:to be destiny’s 


child, he-was. certainly destiny’s 


But Connors was having none 
of it. “The keed is a killer, a 
lion,” Connors’ coach Pancho 
Segura said in the mini-clinic he 
held between the Connors and 
Rostwall post-match press con- 
fereaces, and Connors was both 
of those things in his hour-and-a- 
half in the sun on Saturday. 
Segura, who played more 
matches with Rosewall in the 
dog professional ‘day oi ithe 1950s 
than he can remember, had

hit it any harder. Whether with 
backhand or forehand, whether 
playing low half- volleys or high-

Rosewall tried soft 
and hard returns, spins and 
slices, hitting short and deep, 
and always the ball was coming 
back at him. And always with 
something on it. 

“He doesn’t play many soft 
shots, does he?’’ Rosewall 
queried softly afterward. Con- 
nors doesn’t. Even when he is 
fooled at the net, he manages to 
scramble into a position to get 
the ball back and get it back . 
hard. He doesn’t make very 
many mistakes, either. In the 
early part of the match, Rosewall 
attempted some of the clever 
o_~, lobs that he had used against 

Smith and John Newcombe in 
previous matches, and each time 
he did, Connors hit one of them 
: for a winner. He won six games 
in a row after Rosewall held ser- 
vice in the first game of the 
match. He extended his streak to 
ten games before Rosewall broke 


prepared his pupil well. He told 
the keed to play the Rosewall 
forehand as much as possible, 
staying away from the 
backhand. He told him to make 
his first return down the middle, 


to cut down on the Rosewall 
angles.

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British Vote No Confidence in US Reactors

Westinghouse Electric Cor- 
poration has no trouble selling 
nuclear power plants here in this 
country, but the British will 
have nothing to do with them. A 
long-time controversy was settl- 
ed last Wednesday when British 
Secretary for Energy Eric Varley 
officially rejected the purchase of 
American reactors, telling 
Parliament, ‘““We must maintain 
public confidence in nuclear 
power.”” The meaning of his 
statement was clear: buying 
American reactors meant jeopar- 
dizing public confidence since 
many questions have been raised 
about the safety of pressure 
vessels used in American reac- 
tors. 

The decision came as no sur- 
prise, because although British- 
designed heavy water reactors 
are more expensive and not as 
productive as American light 


water reactors, they are safer. 
The British government has kept 
a sensitive ear open to public 
opinion as well as to research by 
scientists outside the industry. 
US industry, on the other hand, 
dominates public opinion 
through massive advertising, 
while all construction decisions 
are made by the unabashedly 
pro-nuclear Atomic Energy 
Commission. The AEC has, in 
fact, been accused of covering up 
reports documenting unsafe 
features of light water reactors 
while deprecating advances 
made with alternate sources 
(such as solar, wind, and 
geothermal energy) that could 
compete with nuclear on the 
energy market. 

Sir Alan Cottrel, British Chief 
Scientist and architect of the 
United Kingdom Atomic Energy 
Authority, reflected on the hard- 


sell technique so effectively 
employed by American industry 
when he said: 

“The fact that American reac- 
tors have been sold all over the 
world is not in itself proof that 
they are the best and wisest buy 
for [us]. What it does prove is 
that American salesmanship is 
outstandingly good.” 

The British government 
stated, for the record, that its 
decision against the purchase of 
American reactors was based 
partly on the desire to promote 
British nuclear technology, but 
by implication they questioned 
the safety of American reactors. 
The House of Commons was ad- 
vised by the Select Committee 
on Science and Technology not 
to buy the Westinghouse reac- 
tors because of ‘“‘mounting public 
disquiet about the safety of 
American reactors.”” That com- 


mittee relied in part on a memo 
from Cottrel which raised 
questions about the “possible 
growth of small cracks in highly 
stressed regions” resulting from 
the aging and corrosion of 


pressure vessels in American 


reactors. 

Varley did not specify the 
number of plants that will be 
built under the country’s new 


power program, but he implied 
that about $2 billion would be 
spent on new reactor units. No 
more than 4,000 megawatts of 
nuclear power capacity will be 
added over the next four years; 
these will be in reactor units of 
600 to 660 megawatts capacity. 
Most existing British plants 
have a capacity of no more than 
100 megawatts.

THE STYLISTICS = THE O'JAYS LIVE

Getting somewhere fast is the obses- 
sion of most American travelers. The 
lure of destination often obscures the 
felicities of being in transit. So imagine 
that rarity, a trip without terminus, a 
journey whose only reward is itself. 

For years, the demand for such an ex- 
perience has been growing. Globetrot- 
ting tourists returning from Europe have 
complained that their jet-lag had forced 
them into reliving whole days all over 
again. Businessmen from California 
wandered witless about New York City, 
their watches synchronized with Eastern 
Daylight Time while their feet still 
tapped to a Surf City beat. People flying 
westward to the Orient were left dis- 
concerted, their biorhythms skipping 
erratically when they realized their air- 
liner had overflown two sunsets and one 
dawn, keeping them at high noon for 
three days running. Clearly, a substitute 
had to be found and offered to the 
tormented ‘if this is tuesday, it must be 
tomorrow’ junketeer. 

For Americans who are tired of such 
misery, The Lion Line Ferry’s mini- 
cruise is a beginning. Aboard her 
flagship, The Prince of Fundy, I took a 
cruise that went, of all places, nowhere. 
Well, almost nowhere. 

Operating out of the International 
Ferry Terminal in Portland, Maine, the 
Fundy leaves every morning, seven days 
a week on its ten-hour crossing of the 
Bay of Fundy to Yarmouth, Nova 
Scotia. Stopping only to unload tourists’ 
vehicles, she steams back to Portland 
again, arriving the following morning. 
Standard ferry scheduling, to be sure, 
but intrepid mini-cruisers such as I 
don’t have anything to ferry — we’re 
enjoying a package-rated cruise to Yar- 
mouth and back, sans cars, sans cares, a 
22-hour joyride to our point of depar- 
ture. 

Boarding the Fundy for a first mini- 
cruise, one spends his first hour nervous- 
ly pacing her three levels of decks, 
ramps, and passageways, trying to turn 
the cruise into a morning constitutional, 
if only to reassure oneself that although 
the boat will ultimately have taken him 
nowhere (the one stop, Yarmouth, being 
something less than a tourist trap), one 
has at least logged some real distance on 
foot. On my third revolution around the 
upper-most stern deck, I chatted 
momentarily with a balding gentleman 
in his 50s who sat contentedly in a 
folding deckchair, inhaling deep 
draughts of sea air. 

“I’m a highly, well .. . successful 
businessman in Portland,” he confided 
to me. “I’ve been working all my life, 
pushing to get somewhere. When they 
brought the Fundy over from Sweden 
four years ago, I took my first mini- 
cruise; I’ve been taking it once a month 
ever since. It’s about the only way I 
know of relaxing, just going nowhere. It’s 
like a tonic.” 

On the deck below, I struck up a con- 
versation with an attractive Alabaman 
woman who told me she had first learn- 
ed of the mini-cruise through a New 
York agency, and so had decided to try 
it. Amazed that any Yankee adventure 
could lure such a belle northward, I 
began to explore the Fundy in earnest, 
which is when I discovered that the Fun- 
dy is a ferry and also not a ferry. 

I’ve never been on a ferry before that 
offers legalized blackjack and roulette 
while in International Waters, or been 
seated for dinner in a ferry restaurant 
featuring a three-tiered smorgasbord 
displayed on gleaming stainless silver, 
or been given accomodations anywhere 
near as nice as my car’s berth in the 
cargo hold. (The Fundy’s mini-cruise 
fare includes a spacious stateroom, com- 
plete with shower.)

A Most Leisurely Ship and Its Circular Experience 


Compared to typically American 
ferries, which are nothing but bobbing 
chunks of macadam that transport our 
cars from one strand of Interstate to the 
next, the Fundy is a floating cabaret, 
with a downstairs parking lot for those 
foolish enough to have brought their own 
transport. Never mind the tacky but 
obligatory Club Mediterranee-esque im- 
itation paneling, the duty-free gift 
shops, or the downright funky cafeteria: 
despite occasional lapses in taste, the 
Fundy’s listless ambience succeeds in 
convincing you that you’ve been set 
adrift in a five knot current. 

Around four pm, five British female 
croupieres in full-length gowns peel the 
canvas off the green felt, crescent 
shaped blackjack tables and set to work, 
stoving-in the wallets, six at a time, of 
mini-cruisers crowding in for a little ac- 
tion. Specially trained in London spor- 
ting clubs, these sirens of the cut-and- 
shuffle have seen action from Cairo to 
Athenian ‘“‘Chemin de Fer’’ tables, 
where the stakes are considerably higher 
than aboard the Fundy. ‘‘We have $1-20 
minimum-maximum betting limit 
here,” a dealeress dressed in a black 
chiffon explained. ‘‘That’s mere 
chickenfeed, compared to London clubs. 
The gambling concession’s really only 
here to amuse the passengers.” 


I got the impression also that these 
croupieres were there only to amuse 
themselves. One dealer told me that, 
having broken her engagement, she 
decided to go to sea for a lark. Deidre, 
the roulette artist, told me how she had 
always wanted to come to America, and 
since gaming was her game, here she was 
in International waters, cruising non- 
stop through the summer, ping-ponging 
off the American and Canadian coasts 
six days a week, having a lovely paid 
vacation in limbo while she scooped up 
the chips. Everyone, then is just along 
for the ride. So who’s driving? 

One night, the captain let Deidre steer 
the Fundy for an hour to let her get the 
feel of it. “I watched the compass, I real- 
ly did,” she recalled, ‘‘but somehow we 
slipped off-course 35 miles. The captain 
had been too drunk to notice.”’ And why 
shouldn’t he have been? When one is 
guiding such a balmy cruise-tour as this, 
where touching base in Yarmouth 
somewhere between seven and nine p.m. 
is one’s only nautical necessity, a certain 
amateur touch at the helm, executing 
little baroque half-turns and even major 
course deviations — can serve only to 
add to the enjoyment of mini-cruise 
repeaters who have tired of making a 
straight bee-line for anywhere. 
Navigating to nowhere-in-particular 


should perhaps always require someone 
at the wheel whose only preparation is 
knowing how to spin the wheel of 
chance. 

By contrast, the kitchens and dining 
room are run efficiently, and service is 
prompt, at times even overly-attentive. 
As excellent as the five-course seafood- 
and-spareribs smorgasbord was, how- 
ever, it is impossible to discuss the 
cuisine aboard the Fundy without men- 
tioning that she has no stabilizer fins: 
unless the sea is glassy-calm, the Fundy 
tends to yaw and roll your dinner into a 
Sargasso Sea-salad. Yawing is natural 
for 5740-ton cruisers, but your stomach, 
a much more precarious vessel, can easi- 
ly capsize if you don’t take the precau- 
tion of eating at a table near the middle 
of the dining room, above the center of 
gravity. This will minimize the rocking 
effect. Not realizing this at first, I 
narrowly escaped making flotsam of the 
excellent poached salmon and pickled 
herring. Sipping coffee by a port window 
much later, however, did have its 
charms, as the Fundy steamed into Yar- 
mouth Harbour. 

Watching Yarmouth recede into the 
darkness an hour afterward had its 
charms, too, for Yarmouth is a dreary, 
depressing, crumbling-brick town of 10,- 
000 with a frustrated, wild-eyed kid on 
every stoop. 


Perhaps as many as 50 one-wayers to 
Portland came aboard for night-run, 20 
of these being a giggling gaggle of CYO 
teenagers (East Providence Chapter) 
who bunny-bopped in an aft-lounge to 
the Nirvana Rock Band of Sanford, 
Maine. Occasionally, one of them would 
stare wistfully at the spinning roulette 
wheel, place a few imaginary bets, and 
scoot. Meanwhile, the rest of the new 
flock of tourists flapped toward the re- 
assembled smorgasboard and the re- 
opening bars. 

Mini-cruisers like myself felt a little 
corrupted by this twilight bum’s-rush of 


_ one-wayers, who were running on a 


different cycle from ours. They were go- 
ing somewhere, these interlopers with 
boat schedules and AAA roadmaps 
~ stuffed in their pockets, exuding that 
pep so characteristic of compulsive 
‘sightseers who cannot resist the 
highway’s honking call. We, on the other 
hand, had become too jaded to indulge 
in any sordid travelogue-dialogue with 
our fellow passengers, and chose instead 
to drift outside to admire the brilliantly- 
lit Russian trawlers that lined the 
horizon. 

One hopes that the Lion Line Ferry 
will soon find it profitable to segregate 
those being cruised from those being 
ferried. An unadulterated ‘mini-cruise’ 
would be greatly preferable. Having no 
further use for the Fundy’s auto-cargo 
hold, the company might refashion the 
space and break it up into small private 
lots for sale: a non-stop mini-cruise to 
nowhere for a lifetime! A condominium 
in Never-Never Land! If I could afford 
it, I'd buy in. 

For consider what the future promises 
if we continue to insist on going 
somewhere. First there was carsickness, 
remember? Then came jet-lag. What 
next? Does the supersonic Concorde 
that touched down at Logan last month 
foretell a new era, The Age of Super- 
drag? If jet-lag made us drowsy and 
irritable, what will whizzing off to 
somewhere at 1800 mph do to our 
already over-revved psyches? Will our 
body-clocks pop their springs and jump 
their sprockets? 

Yes, even if it’s only for one hot 
summer day, going nowhere very gently 
is still your best buy — for $35, it even 
beats staying where you are.

THE HOSTAGES. Directed by 
Edouard Molinaro. Written by 
Alphonse Boudard. Director of 
Photography: Raoul Coutard. 
With Bulle Ogier, Daniel 
Cauchy, and Gilles Segal. At 
the Harvard Square. 


The Harvard Square Theatre 
is premiering a film in America 
that has been banned in France. 
An injunction was obtained 
against exhibition of The 
Hostages, a documentary about 
a band of French criminals who 
have yet to be finally sentenced, 
on the grounds that it was 
generating prejudicial publicity. 
But its modest notoriety is not 
what makes The Hostages in- 
, teresting by any means: quite 
simply, it’s one of the best films 
in town. 


Raoul Coutard’s cinema- 
tography alone is worth the 
price of admission. The sur- 
face of The Hostages is 
fascinating, and frame for frame 
few recent films can match its 
visual appeal. The images are 
unforgettable: the glint of a 
switchblade reflecting the sunlit 
gold of the tight sweater against 
which it menacingly presses; the 


mingled blue, red and yellow of a 
shabby bar turned into a riotous 
action painting by vengeful 
hoodlums armed with spray 
paint; the popping glare of 
flashbulbs that, almost like a 
stroboscope, make the wincing 
protagonists flicker and freeze; 
the concentric circles and in- 
tersecting rounded arches of an 
archaic beehive of a French 
prison inspired by Jeremy 
Bentham’s architectural fancies. 
So arresting is the photography 
that you don’t want to lower your 
gaze to read the subtitles. 

The basic plot is deceptively 
stale: thrill-crazy kids on the 
loose and on the run. This has 
been a staple of French cinema 
from Breathless to the recent Go- 
ing Places, and it’s an obvious 
refraction of American crime 
films. But Molinaro and 
screenwriter Alphonse Boudard 
repeatedly play with and disap- 
point our expectations, most 
startlingly and effectively at the 
very end, when, instead of going 
down in a hail of gunfire, the 
fugitives, like bumbling 
children, are disarmed by a lone 
flic. With the exception of the 
hawk-nosed Daniel Cauchy, a 


charming psychotic, the 
characters are not endowed with 
much in the way of motivation or 
personality except for a breezy 
amorality — but their unpredic- 
tability makes them very 
human. And because there is 
remarkably little violence in the 
film, the characters are free to 
exert considerable appeal. 
Cauchy is clearly sick, but his 
wry gaiety, mock chivalry, and 
James Dean-like denim-clad 
rebelliousness make him ex- 
tremely likeable, as do his loyal- 
ty to his copains and his love for 
Bulle Ogier, the whore whom he 
marries and who helps him pull 
off a robbery the very day of their 
wedding. Ogier’s part is never 
satisfactorily resolved — she’s 
variously a hardened moll, a sen- 
timental lover, and a mousy waif 
— but Ogier plays each expertly. 


The Hostages is also frequent- 
ly funny. When Cauchy steals a 
car his flustered victim asks if he 
can keep his briefcase. No. His 
wallet? No. His identification 
papers? No. Finally, in sputter- 
ing desperation, he pleads for his 
umbrella (not a cloud is in the 
sky). Another time, a woman 


cannot remove from her finger a 
ring that Cauchy has demanded. 
She suggests soap to get it off, 
but Cauchy, inspired, uses 
whipped cream. 


Another reason The Hostages 
should draw American audiences 
is that it reflects our headlines as 
well as France’s. The taking of 
hostages is an everyday event, 
and when Cauchy, Ogier, and 
their chum Gilles Segal escape 
from the Parisian courthouse in 
this fashion, the parallel to the 
ill-fated San Rafael attempt a 
few years ago is striking. As the 
three wander about Paris 
struggling against exhaustion 
and seeking a place to hide, they 
could be the harried remnants of 
the S.L.A., and when Ogier is 
almost caught shoplifting, 
Molinaro specifically anticipates 
the Patty Hearst case. 


The film is both helped and 
flawed by its narrative techni- 
que. Voice-overs explain much of 
the action. As we see a robbery 
we listen to a magistrate describ- 
ing the crime much later in a 
pre-trial hearing. Or we hear 
Cauchy, long after the fact, 
either admitting or denying what 


the camera depicts. This device 
can be a useful shortcut, allow- 
ing the film to get quickly on 
with its story; little time is 
wasted setting the scene or es- 
tablishing a time-scheme. But 
the technique can be confusing 
— sometimes we don’t know who 
is talking — and it is not used 
consistently. During most of the 
film the camera tells the truth 
even when the voice-overs lie, 
but at one point we are unfairly 
deceived when what we see cor- 
roborates Cauchy’s false 
testimony. Here Molinaro 
violates his own narrative prin- 
ciple, and at other times he 
neglects it altogether. This is a 
minor criticism, and The 
Hostages may elicit from a few 
grouches the larger complaint 


‘that it is slick and superficial. 


It’s true that the film says 
nothing new or profound, but 
then it doesn’t pretend to be 
anything other than attractive 
and entertaining. These it un- 
questionably is, and much more 
so than many a more ballyhooed 
and self-important film. See it 
and don’t look a gift-horse in the 
mouth.

WEDDING IN BLOOD. 
Directed by Claude Chabrol. 
With Stephane Audran and 
Michel Piccoli. At the Harvard 
Square. 

Wedding in Blood is Claude 
Chabrol’s latest version of his 
favorite triangle: boredom, sex 
and violence. As usual, the base 
is the ennui of the pampered and 
corrupt French. haute 
bourgeoisie epitomized by the 
late Georges Pompidou, whose 
puffy portrait Chabrol’s camera 
scans with contempt. The ener- 
vating luxury that swaddles and 
stifles Chabrol’s characters also 
deprives them of all motives for 
living, so that only the tang of il- 
licit love and the thrill of murder 
can turn them on. But by now 
Chabrol has the formula down 
pat, too pat: boredom yields in- 
fidelity yields homicide. Wed- 
ding in Blood duplicates the 
equation that Chabrol framed 
more compellingly five years ago 
in his very fine La Femme In- 
fidele. 

As chic and upper-middle- 
class as ever, Chabrol’s wife, 
Stephane Audran, plays Wed- 
ding in Blood’s central 
character, the wife of a boorish 
and evidently impotent Gaullist 
politician (Claude Pieplu) whose 
only concerns are staying in of- 
fice and lining his already bulg- 
ing pockets. Her lover is Michel 
Piccoli, a somewhat more leftish 
politico whom Audran’s husband 
has bought off by adding to his 


slate, and who is himself unhap- 
pily married to a drab hypochon- 
driac. Audran and Piccoli rut 
with an exaggerated, comic pas- 
sion that almost makes them, 
like their spouses, grotesque 
caricatures. Eventually they can 
no longer endure the restraints 
their marriages impose. Piccoli 
poisons his wife and feels 
liberated. To make their freedom 
perfect they bludgeon Pieplu to 
death, but the consequences of 
the foul deed are not what they 
anticipated. In order not to 
arouse suspicion they must avoid 
seeing each other, and soon they 
are apprehended. The film’s 
final shot, a remembrance of 
Hitchcock’s The 39 Steps, shows 
them holding hands, but hand- 
cuffed. 


Wedding in Blood falls short of 
its predecessors for a number of 
reasons, most notably Chabrol’s 
attitude towards his lovers. At 
times he plays the icy observer 
exposing their banality. This 
stance works most effectively as 
Audran and Piccoli cavort rather 
stupidly in an historical chateau 
after the tourists have departed. 
The juxtaposition of France’s 
former grandeur and contem- 
porary unseemliness is telling, if 
heavy-handed. But as the film 
progresses Chabrol waxes sen- 
timental, asking us to feel for the 
lovers a pity and sympathy they 
have not earned. 

Another shortcoming of Wed- 
ding in Blood in comparison to

earlier Chabrol films is the quali- 
ty of the cinematography. 
Chabrol has always been a self- 
consciously beautiful filmmaker, 
with a painter’s eye for color and 
texture. But Wedding in Blood 
seems smudged; its hues are off, 
as if insufficient money or atten- 
tion was devoted to processing 
and developing. Additional 
sources of annoyance are an ex- 
cessively melodramatic score 
and moments of hackneyed sym- 
bolism, as when Audran and Pic- 
coli, having disposed of the 
hapless Pieplu, embrace while 


luridly back-lit by the flames of 
Pieplu’s blazing automobile. 
These lovers are hardly Dante’s 
Paolo and Francesca, and the 
hellfire/burning passion am- 
biguity is sophomoric. 

Were it the work of a new 
director, Wedding in Blood 
would deserve a more generous 
review; but coming from 
someone of Chabrol’s stature, 
who has done so much better in 
the past, it’s a disappointment.

99 44/100 % DEAD, Directed by 
John Frankenheimer. Produc- 
ed by Joe Wizan. Written by 
Robert Dillon. With Richard 
Harris, Edmund O’Brien, Ann 
Turkel, Chuck Connors. At the

99 44/100 % Dead wants to be 
a comedy about gang war, or, as 
star Richard Harris put it, a 
comedy utilizing every great 
screen cliche of the past fifty 
years. However, the screenplay 
does not contain enough distance 
in its cliches, nor does the film 
contain much comedy. The en- 
tire effort seems hampered by a 
lack of direction, a lack of out- 
rage and all too frequent 
moments when it takes itself 
seriously. 99 smacks of television 
production. And why not? The 
screenplay has been sitting 
around for about ten years. Most 
of the movie’s gimmicks have 
been done to death of late — car 
chases, shoot-outs, hilarious 
gangsters, outlandish violence. 
Everything about this effort 
modestly admits, “too little, too 
late.” 

The opening sequence, with 
pictures of decomposing bodie 
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swaying in the waters of the East 
River to gay Henry Mancini 
music, promises some sure-fire 
television gags, at least. Why 
else have such a tasteless — and, 
as it develops, irrelevant — shot 
staring the audience in the eyes 
in the first place? But the film 
does achieve a breakthrough, of 
sorts: it is unbelievably predic- 
table. There isn’t an unfamiliar 
line. 

What’s astounding about this 
platypus is that John 
Frankenheimer (The 
Manchurian Candidate, The 
Train, Grand Prix) directed. 
There are a handful of absurd 
scenes: professional killer Harry 
Crown (Harris) and sidekick 
striding inexplicably through 
sewers; Crown and his boss (Ed- 
mund O'Brien in an enjoyable 
serving of his patented lovable- 
gangster shtick) blithely conduc- 
ting business under the sights 
and smoking barrel of an impo- 
tent sniper. Chuck Connors gets 
a brief opportunity to show what 
he could do with a meaty villain 
part (the man was born to play 
Frankenstein’s monster.) 

Harris walks through the thing 
as if it were serious; his 
characterization terrific. 
(Everyone loves a croak-voiced 
killer, true, but every croak- 
voiced killer should have a real 
movie.) There are several com- 
pletely gratuitous romances. The 
one involving Harris’s sidekick 
Tony is rendered repellent by 
Tony himself, a weasel-faced 
type who looks as though he 
should be courting old ladies in 
Miami Beach (but can’t because 
he’s not a good enough actor).

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M usic: SHF Takes It a Little Too Easy

John David Souther, Chris 
Hillman and Richie Furay are 
trying to make it big. Hillman 
had been overshadowed in his 
first major group, the Byrds, by 
David Crosby and Roger 
McGuinn; his break-off venture, 
the Flying Burrito Brothers, was 
only marginally successful. 
Furay’s path to non-stardom was 
almost exactly the same — he 
paled in comparison to Steve 
Stills and Neil Young in Buffalo 
Springfield, and his next group, 
Poco, “a real hot live band”’ (as 
Richie puts it), could never do 
better than fill rooms the size of 
the Music Hall. There are more 
than a few groups who would be 
quite happy to ‘fill the Music 
Hall, but Hillman and Furay 
have had thrown up at them the 
tremendous success of Crosby, 
Stills, Nash and Young and the 
Loggins-Messina band (Messina 
played with the Springfield and 
was co-founder, with Richie, of 
Poco). John David Souther was 
at one time a member of a duo 
with Glenn Frey called 
Longbranch Pennywhistle; Frey 
is now the the Eagles, another 
Los Angeles commercial success. 

So the three have formed the 
SHF Band, which also includes 
one of rock’s best and most wide- 
ly traveled drummers, Jim Gor- 
don (who doesn’t really need any 
more commercial success — he’s 
the drummer on three of 
Billboard’s Top Ten albums this 
week), utility stringed- 
instrument man Al Perkins and 
keyboardist Paul Harris. When I 
talked to them (they were in 
Boston recently on a nonper- 


forming press stop) they made 
no bones about wanting tangible 
returns on their artistic in- 
vestments. Expecting a denial, I 
asked Richie whether it was real- 
ly true that he had left Poco 
because they were simply not 
popular enough. Instead, he con- 
firmed that rumor, adding that 
it was time for a change anyway. 
“I was trying to lead Poco to 
more of a rock ’n’ roll thing for 
the last three albums.” I asked if 
SHF was bothered by the 
“supergroup” hype that has 
been preceding them, and Chris 
Hillman said he was perfectly 
happy with it. “I’d hoped we’d 
get a lot of promotion, because 
we'd all been in the business so 
long and done a lot of other 
things, and not be treated like 
just another group. I mean, 
there’s just the fact that we’ve 
been doing it for ten years and 
have a big track record.” 

The group has been in the 
process of getting together for 
the last year and a half. First 
Richie dropped out of Poco, and 
then Chris ‘gracefully’ dis- 
engaged himself from Stephen 
Stills’s Manassas (taking with 
him Perkins and Harris). All 
Souther had to do was be 
patient. Hillman had hoped to 
put in a little road work before 
cutting the album, but there was 
not enough time; thus the album 
represents the group’s first 
attempt to create a 
characteristic sound. It is not 
altogether successful. 

The material is passable: fun 
when not carefully listened to, 
ordinary on further inspection. 


Richie’s ‘‘Fallin’ In Love, 
which begins the album, 
promises too much. It’s in the 
grand Furay tradition of sen- 
timental rockers, with hard 
guitars and soft, soaring har- 
monies. Hillman’s slower, 


get anything off a troubled chest. 
The songs are fine — tuneful, 
rhythmic — but they don’t seize 
us or surprise us. This, in the 
end, is why Souther, Hillman 
and Furay (the latter less so than 
the others) have never in any of

moody “Heavenly Fire’ and 
Souther’s two upbeat numbers, 
“The Heartbreaker’’ and 
“Border town,” are memorable 
enough, but they are a letdown 
in intensity established by the 
first cut. ‘The only redeeming 
feature on the second side is the 
very last song, Souther’s “Deep, 
Dark and Dreamless.”’ We have, 
then, an eye-catching frame for a 
rather ordinary painting. 

The problems with The 
Souther, Hillman, Furay Band 
are twofold. Unlike Crosby, 
Stills or Young (or Roger 
McGuinn, for. that matter) the 
songwriting members of this 
fledgling band are rather usual 
people. One senses, talking to 
them or listening to their music, 
no simmering intensity, no 
singular vision, no great need to 


their incarnations, become more 
than friendly, familiar faces and 
sounds. 

The other problem is execu- 
tion. I can’t help feeling that the 
Manassas approach to arrang- 
ing, which eschews riffs and 
clever leads in favor of a dense, 
instrumentally undifferentiated 
ensemble sound, has taken over. 
Certainly the crisp, busy Poco 
texture is absent. Pianist Harris 
and Perkins (on dobro and pedal 
steel) should have been en- 


couraged to fill out the 


backgrounds and to create 
answering riffs for songs like 
“Border Town.” Though the 
Eagles suffer from similar 
songwriting problems, their 
arrangements are inventive and 
consistently involving. Guitarist 
Bernie Leadon, though not an in- 


novator, is always seeking out 
counterpoints and instrumental 
harmonies to give each song a 
distinctive setting. 

It became clear to me, 
watching the SHF Band at the 
Music Inn in Lenox, Mass., that 
the group has simply not coalesc- 
ed enough to experiment and ex- 
pand beyond the easiest 
atrangements. Live, the har- 
monies were consistently rough, 
the guitars had no presence and 
no cohesion, and the guitar solos 
were, in this day and age, 
amateurish. In fact, the only 
positive aspect of the perfor- 
mance, beyond the energy that 
was certainly there, was the 
drumming and keyboard work. 


“Talking to the band, I became 
aware that everything was still in 
flux. Jim Gordon was bitching 
about his contractual 
relationship with the group 
(claiming he felt more a member 
of a group in Derek and the 
Dominos than in SHF) and 
Souther, Hillman and Furay 
were responding by trying to 
push the act as a six-man band. 
There was still much discussion 
of how sets should proceed, and 
Souther was still being “taught” 
how to ‘“‘exist in a group 
situation.” But everyone was ex- 
tremely nice and very much the 
regular guy. There was none of 
the moodiness of a Neil Young or . 
the egotism of a Stills or Crosby. 
At the end of the interview I even 
wished them the best of luck, 
and I meant it. Still, I wish they 
could have given me a harder 
time. 
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UPTOWN AT THE PARK. 
White Stadium 

By the time Sly Stone ambled 
from his Cadillac limousine to 
the temporary stage last Sunday 
afternoon, the 30,000 people 
crammed onto the grass and 
bleachers of ancient White 
Stadium were a bit glassy-eyed, 
partly from five hours of 90- 
degree heat. But the glassiness 
might also be attributed to the 
scrutiny that accompanied the 
welcome rebirth of non-Arthur 
Fiedler outdoor concerts in 
Boston, in a series called Uptown 
in the Park. The eyes of the city 
. were, rightly or wrongly, focused 
on Franklin Park, for reasons 
that comedian Richard Pryor, 
one of the five acts on the show, 
candidly captured: 

“If you’re gonna beat on 
anyone,” Pryor mock-cautioned 
the predominantly black crowd 
picnicking in Boston’s largest 
park, “don’t beat up no white 
people. ’Cause then they won’t 
let you come to the park for con- 
certs anymore.” 

Sad but true. That no “in- 
cidents” intruded on what will 
now definitely be the first of a 
series of Franklin Park concerts 


this summer is a strange 
criterion of a concert’s success. 
But that being a fact of life in 
this race-conscious city, let 
white apprehensions be calmed. 
Employing only a minimal 
police presence, producer John 
Sdoucos, leaning heavily on 
community organizations and a 
few disc jockeys, has 
simultaneously introduced social 
conscience to a trade not known 
for it and put together what has 
to be among the best series of 
black pop concerts in the nation. 

“It’s time that the black com- 
munity here is recognized as a 
center for the arts,’’ says 
Sdoucos, who formerly aided in 
production of both the late 
Sunset Series on the Common 
and the Newport Jazz Festival. 
That recognition came not only 
because of the location of the 
Uptown series, but also because 
of the recipient of its profits. The 
Elma Lewis School of Fine Arts 
may receive as much as $30,000 
from the show, an amount to be 
matched by $60,000 from the 
Ford Foundation. Ford recently 
extended a $950,000 grant to en- 
courage the school of Afro- 
Americana, provided that foun- 
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Concert Crowd at Franklin Park 


dation funds were met one-third 
by the public. 

Although the music Sunday 
was somewhat overshadowed by 
the event, it was noteworthy. 
The major headliners — Donald 
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Byrd and the Blackbyrds, Tower 


of Power, and Sly and his enlarg- 


ed Family Stone (increased of 
late by Sly’s new wife and an 
electric violinist) — are all part 
of the heavily rhythmic hunka- 
funk style that’s become a major 
strain of contemporary soul 
music. Sly has to be commended 
not only for making the show 
punctually, but for running 
through all his much-recognized 
hits without one of his 
trademark inciteful raps. 
Oakland’s Tower of Power rates 
the best review for its mixture of 
swing brass, soul ballads and 
Latin-tinged instrumentals — 
not to mention a white sax- 
ophonist bold enough to dance. 

Most of the crowd seemed to 
feel their neighborhood was 
finally getting its due by hosting 
the Uptown series. ‘‘They 
shoulda done this a long time 
ago,” said one woman. “This is 
our turf. one’s gonna tear it 


up. 


At any rate, it was a welcome 
change from the sleazy forums in 
which most R ’n B groups dis- 
play their talents. That uni- 
queness probably accounts for 
the interest the series has spark- 
ed among a few major black 


-musicians, some of whom will be 


among those on stage at White 
Stadium for the next concert, 
July 28. Sdoucos is currently in 


negotiations with Miles Davis, 


Al Green, Bobby Womack, the 
Pointer Sisters, the O’Jays and 
Ohio Players, and any or all may 
appear before the summer is 
over. If you’ve never had occa- 
sion before to discover Franklin 
Park, this is your chance.

GEOFF MULDAUR AND 
DOC WATSON. 
The Performance Center 

Last week Geoff Muldaur and 
Doc Watson were a study in con- 
trasts — all to Muldaur’s disad- 
vantage. While Muldaur seemed 
as bored as the audience by his 
perfunctory set, Doc Watson 
entertained everyone, himself in- 
cluded, with an almost boyish 
gusto that should have shamed 


Muldaur, -twenty years his . 


junior. 
Muldaur first made a name for 


himself over ten years ago with 
his spooky imitation of the 
quavery vocals and general 
lassitude of a decrepit bluesman.

era. ra. Only when Muldaur moved 
to the piano for “I’m Rich” was 
there some bite in the music; 
perhaps a bitter irony has ac- 
crued to the song since the 
success of his estranged wife, 
Maria. Geoff seemed a pathetic 
anachronism, and the mediocri- 
ty of his second guitarist (fired 
soon after the performance) 
made his set all the more 
depressing. 

Fervent applause greeted Doc 
Watson as his son Merle led the 
blind artist out, and Doc 
responded warmly: “After a 
welcome like that we'll sure have 
to play real purty.” That they 
did, romping through songs by 
Jimmy Rodgers, Blind Lemon 
Jefferson, Kimmy Driftwood, 
and even George Gershwin, as 


well as country traditionals. 
Merle, as always, dazzled, 
whether flat- or finger-picking or 
playing slide. His deft touch, at 
once firm and delicate, is unsur- 
passed, and nimble bassist 
Michael Coleman is no slouch 
either. Still, the show belonged 
to Doc, as much because of the 
humor and friendliness of his 
talk as because of his 
musicianship and status in 
traditional music. At a time 
when many people are barely on 
speaking terms with their 
parents, to see a father and son 
enjoy each other and their music 
so much is a touching ex- 
perience.

CARLSON AND GAILMOR. 
Passim 

Rob Carlson and Jon Gailmor 
write mainly tender and sen- 
sitive coffeehouse folk; as is 
usually the case with this genre, 
the exceptions are more im- 


mediately inviting than 
anything else. “How Can You 
Tell You Got It (If You Don’t 
Ever Give It Away)” is a wonder- 
ful dose of tomfoolery with a 
peppy Latin tune and a wildly 
improbable plot. ‘“‘Peaceable 
Kingdom,” the title tune of the 
Polydor album, has lines that are 
not parallel; hence its harmonies 
are quite full and beautiful. The 
song is as painterly as the early 
work of Buffy Ste-Marie. 

In performance, Carlson and 
Gailmor varied the genre even 
more with some righteous cover 
versions. Randy Newman’s 
“Let’s Drop the Big One Now” 
featured Gailmore as a one-man 
chorus line; Carlson later got his 
licks in portraying the redneck in 
Martin Mull’s trampled Woody 
Guthrie tune, “This Land Ain’t 
Your Land.” Their blow-off 
number was 15 minutes of oldies 
on double guitars, ranging from 
Chuck Berry to “Duke of Earl,” 
and Carlson nearly suffered a 


stroke imitating the Elvis 
Presley quaver on “Blue Suede 
Shoes.” That bit brought the 
house down and did more than 
anything else to earn them three 
encores.

For Pete’s Sake may be about 
a woman who secretly and un- 
wisely borrows money for her 
husband’s sake, but it is a sad 
excuse for a 20th-century version 
of A Doll’s House. The film takes 
the form of a shaggy dog story, 
an endless line of cataclysms 
that propel Barbra Streisand 
into a maze of heavy debts and 
unsavory relationships. 

This erstwhile feminist yarn 
plagiarizes every artful analysis 
of marriage and sexual obsession 
from Godard’s Two or Three 
Things I Know about Her to 
Bunuel’s Belle de Jour, and it 
remains a terrible bore, inade- 
quately handled dramatically 
and visually by director Peter 
Yates. (To judge from his string 
of flops, like O’Toole’s War and 
The Friends of Eddie Coyle, it 
seems certain that the success of 
Bullitt was entirely due to the in- 
spiration of producer Phil d’An- 
toni.) 

With the exception of Strei- 
sand, who plays (not well) a 
beleagured simpleton, and 
Michael Sarrazin, who plays a 
simp, there are no characters, 
only caricatures, and offensive 
ones at that. Appearances by 
both the famous and the 
anonymous insult gays, blacks, 
Italians, men and women 
generally, cattle, and loan 
sharks. Estelle Parsons is 
powerless to turn a Scarsdale 
matron into an effective “grizzly 
bear,” and Molly Picon never 
balances the humorous conjunc- 
tion of yenta and madam. 

The jokes are cheap. The 
scenes that, for instance, are in- 
tended to make us empathize 
with the plight of an urban 
dweller who has the temerity to 
confront the financial 
bureaucracy never develop 
narratively; they are simply 
repetitious, trite, and always 
ponderous. 

Streisand is marketable for 
the time being, but her taste is 
poor and she is only tolerable as 
a comedienne when working with 
a strong director who is able to 
suppress or creatively build from 
her unruly ethnic impulses. 
Yates seems merely to have ab- 
dicated such duties in the face of 
her habits.

To hear even the emasculated 
singles version of “Radar Love” 
on the radio is to get the essen- 
tial Golden Earring — a power 
trio with a sense of dynamics and 
a brashness that lends itself well 
to the Top 40 of the past (back 
before “Tie a Yellow Ribbon” 
was considered acceptable rock). 
And if the Earring seem to be 
something of a throwback, bear 
in mind that they’ve been play- 
ing exactly this way since about 
1968. 

Now I think “Radar Love’”’ is a 
nifty single, and it’s even better 
in the album rendition. The 
driving bass that gives the single 
its spine changes its rhythm, and 
even vanishes at one point in the 
longer track; Earring handle 
rhythm changes very well and 
they average slightly more than 
two per song. This is occasion for 
a build to climax that makes any 
of the crescendos in the single 
look sick, with the bass player on 
Moog and a ballsy brass section. 
Good prepackaged fun. 

The other track I really like is 
an ecology number with an early 
Jethro Tull sound (Mick 
Abrahams era) called “Big Tree 
Blue Sea.” The song has real 
character; several sections of 
guitar or flute fantasia are in- 
dependent of riff or gimmick, 
and the riff-rock portions are un- 
usually passionate. 

“Candy’s Going Bad”’ attacks 
the listener like a Panzer tank 
(i.e. it’s more sewage from the 
heavy metal slop bucket), but 
one riff is cute. They write just 
enough science fiction to qualify 
for their Moog license (“Radar 
Love,” You Receiving 
and they prove it in their elec- 
tron salad number, ‘Vanilla 
Queen.” Though Moontan is this 


spotty, you might consider it, 
but you ought to give it a listen 


first. _

Keith Jarrett: TREASURE 
ISLAND (Impulse AS-9274), 
SOLO-CONCERTS (ECM 3- 
1035/37 ST) 


Jarrett enjoys one of the most 
unusual contemporary recording 
situations: he not only appears 
frequently on two labels but also 
pursues separate sides of his 
musical personalities on each. 
Impulse is Jarrett’s American 
label and the home of his 
superlative quartet; his output 
for the German ECM is ap- 
propriately more “European” in 
form (piano solos, chamber com- 
positions). Treasure Island is a 
studio date done in February; 
the three-record Solo set was 
compiled from 1973 radio broad- 


casts in Bremen and Lausanne 


and is the first of Jarrett’s major 
ECM recordings (Ruta and 
Daitya was inconsequential) to 
receive major American distribu- 
tion. 
Gospel music has always had a 
central influence on Jarrett’s 
writing and playing, and much 
of the music in both sets is 
shaped by the persistent repeti- 
tion of simple, circular church 
harmonies. It was this very foun- 
dation that hung Jarrett up in 
his November Symphony Hall 
solo appearance, which solidified 
my preference for Keith in a 
combo setting. Treasure Island, 
however, is a disapointment 
after the previous Fort Yawuh 
and the quartet’s winter visit to 
the Workshop. There are eight 
tracks, several of which are too 
short and half of which flounder 
in funk. A rhythm section of 
Charlie Haden and Paul Motian 
should not waste its energy on 
such simplistic, limited figures, 
and while Dewey Redman at 
least receives the greater 
freedom of a soloist, his tenor 
also merits more interesting set- 
tings. Jarrett is too talented to 
make a bland album, however, 
and there are some moving per- 
formances: a ballad that is much 
too short, two free pieces where 
the rhythm gets loose and 
Ornette’s influence surfaces, and 
the memorable title piece with 


guest Sam Brown on guitar for a 
collaboration ala Gary Burton- 
Larry Coryell. 

Solo playing is different, as 
Jarrett admits in the Solo- 
Concert booklet — the soloist 
assumes total responsibility but 
also has the opportunity to exer- 
cise limitless choice. Gospel 
cycles are still present, but now 
the most subtle variation attains 
grand significance. Often, these 
spontaneous’ performances 
evolve with a mix of technical 
perfection and creative flow that 
are breathtaking. 

Did we need six sides? Perhaps 
one well-edited album is enough, 
but then we couldn’t appreciate 
Jarrett’s consistency. After a few 
listenings I only know that there 
is much to digest here, and that 
the sections I currently find most 
appealing (Bremen, Part I; 
Lausanne, Part II) are as in- 
spired as any music I have yet 
heard from Keith Jarrett.

Minnie Riperton: PERFECT 
ANGEL (Epic KE 32561) 


Minnie Riperton’s fine debut 
album is proof enough that the 
arrival of a new singer- 
songwriter on a crowded scene 
need hardly be another bore. 
Though Wonderlove arranged 
the tunes and Stevie himself has 
added two songs and a lot of 
back-up work, Minnie’s high, 
breezy voice remains the un- 
disputed center of the sound. 

Appetite is the word to 
describe the cool urgency of Min- 
nie’s singing; though it’s a 
fastidious appetite that makes 
the progress of a tune more like 
an elaborate meal than the usual 
subs-and-soda routine one’s 
grown to expect from the pop 
menu. Rarely are words so 
perfect a vehicle for vocal im- 
provisation: each phrase receives 
a special tone, a special accent 
suited to its place in the lucid 
wheel of the lyrics. Discrimina- 
tion abounds, especially between 
“desire” and what makes Min- 
nie’s “spirit higher’: a reac- 
tionary distinction in one sense, 
to be sure; but a welcome one in 
song because it tempers the im- 
pulse to throw wet kisses, to 
seduce with sexual thrill alone 
(like Sylvia or old Millie Small) 


and throw musical emotion 
aside. Sure, Minnie makes you 
sigh, but she makes you swell 
too, the way a fine horn solo 
leaves you rounded and com- 
plete. 

The settings are hard to 
define, fluid mixtures of soul and 
folk, of driving rhythms and 
pearly ballads. Minnie and 
Richard Rudolph write real 
melodies, not riffs masquerading 
as tunes or offhand phrases sewn 
together and called songs. Light 
Wonder grooves like “Edge of A 
Dream” and “Every Time He 
Comes Around,”’ which fall 
midway between the rocking 
tempo of “Reasons” and the 
hush of “Lovin’ You,” are the 
album’s fullest cuts. _ 

The band is perhaps too dis- 
creet (with the exception of 
Marlo Henderson’s snappy but 
repetitive guitar), though 
Stevie’s keyboards and harp are, 
as always, magnetic.

Mozart: THE MAGIC FLUTE 
(Angel SCL-3807) 
Mozart: DON GIOVANNI 
(Philips 6707 022) 


No one can claim that the 
recording companies have failed 
to make Mozart’s major operas 
accessible; still, one may justly 
complain that no one has yet 
provided a fully satisfying Don 
Giovanni or Magic Flute, and 
the recent Philips Giovanni and 
Angel Flute have not rectified 
this state of affairs. 

Angel’s is by far the more dis- 
piriting offering. There are, as so 
often with Angel, technical 
problems: everything is veiled in 
a hazy echo. But that is as 
nothing compared to the artistic 
deficiencies. Playing everything 
loud, conductor Wolfgang 
Sawallisch reduces the festive 
score to prosaic noisiness. He 
charges forward with a 
metronomic beat, without, 
however, achieving any 
remarkable incision that might 
compensate for the lack of 
suppleness. 

Walter Berry’s Papageno is 
idiomatic and commendably 
restrained, but he cannot rescue 
the enterprise. The others sound 
only as though they are drawing 
their pay. As Sarastro, Kurt 
Moll displays an opulent bass 
voice yet no great understan- 
ding; Edda Moser mutilates the 
Queen of the Night’s music with 
brutal accuracy. Anneliese 
Rothenberger is past her prime, 


and her quavering vocal produc- 
tion can no longer sustain her 
sympathetic reading of Pamina. 
Finally, Tamino’s part is mangl- 
ed by Peter Schreier’s coarse, 
stentorian delivery. The suppor- 
ting cast is in all respects com- 
parable to the leads. 

Whether or not one cares for it, 
the Philips Don Giovanni merits 
more serious consideration. 
Though he is notably un- 
successful in animating the in- 
cursions of the supernatural, 
Colin Davis gives the human 
level of events a demonically in- 
tense and driven reading. He 
maintains a brisk pace 
throughout, and the Covent 
Garden orchestra plays crisply 
for him, but the result is 
somewhat unbalanced, a perfor- 
mance touched with grandeur 
but unvisited by playfulness, 
and without any hint of Mozart’s 
more moonlit tones. 

Davis’s soloists as a group are 
uneven. I find Stuart Burrows’ 
singing of Don Ottavio incom- 
parable, even against the fabled 
78 performances of yesteryear: 
his voice is glorious, his techni- 
que flawless, his taste unerring. 
He provides the highlight of the 
recording with a magnificent “Il 
mio tesoro,” full of authentically 
heroic ardor and silken phrasing. 
As Don Giovanni, Ingvar Wixell 
sounds almost invariably 
furious, and never seems to be 
aiming for sexual magnetism. 
Leporello is sung with charm and 
humor, though without great 
elegance, by Wladimiro Gan- 
zarolli. The lachrymose, pouting 
sounds produced by Martina 
Arroyo as Donna Anna and 
Mirella Freni as Zerlina com- 
pletely cancel any pleasure their 
intelligent portrayals might 
otherwise afford. A further 
blemish on Ms. Arroyo’s perfor- 
mance is her unwieldy handling 
of the ornate passages in her 
part. Kiri Te Kanawa sings Don- 
na Elvira with a streak of raving 
madness; it would be more ap- 
propriate if moderated, but her 
luminous voice is especially 
welcome in the company it 
keeps, and her singing is, in the 
main, excellently attuned to the 
line. Richard Van Allan gives a 
reliable performance as Masetto, 
but in the role of the Commen- 
datore, Luigi Roni’s dark bass, 
though resonant, sounds dis- 
tinctly too young. Though worth 
hearing, it’s hardly a_perfor- 
mance to live with.

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Theatre: Unrequited Love and Low-Life

THE SEAGULL by Anton 
Chekhov. Directed by Nikos 
Psacharopoulos. Settings by 
Robert Darling. Costumes by 
Linda Fisher. Lighting by 
Peter Hunt. At the 
Williamstown Theatre 
(Closed). 

In a time when theater is so 
devoid of real greatness that the 
only seagull that comes quickly 
to most people’s minds is the one 
created by Richard Bach, any 
solid production of Chekhov is 
eagerly — perhaps too hopefully 
— anticipated. This is par- 
ticularly the case when the 
production is specially contrived 
to celebrate the twentieth an- 
niversary (or perhaps the advent 
of air-conditigning) at the 
Williamstown Theatre and the 
cast includes Blythe Danner, Lee 
Grant and Frank Langella. 

Quibbles with the 
Williamstown “Seagull” must 
be qualified. We are talking here 
about a thoroughly professional 
production, distinguished if not 
electric, and not about the bush- 
league classics one grows used to 
around Boston — the collegiate 
or post-collegiate Chekhov at 
which one renders a sigh of great 
relief if the text is recited in- 
telligently without boring you to 
death, and about which one con- 
cludes, perhaps uncharitably, 
that even if the actors are too 
young to play Chekhov, they 
damn well ought to be old 
enough to know better. 

“The Seagull” is especially 
amusing Chekhov, I think, since 
the author has not yet completed 
the revolution in art forms he 
speaks of within the context of 
the play — and pokes fun at by 
means of Trepleff’s strange, 
static, somewhat ridiculous play. 
For all its harping on the need for 
newness in Art, ‘““The Seagull’”’ is 
still a conventional tale of unre- 
quited love, pointless suicide 
and overt symbolism — “I am a 
seagull. No that’s not it.”’ And 
the exposition is standard — how 
plausible that Uncle Sorin and 
the young playwright would ex- 
plain everyone’s life story, oh so 
casually, within a chance con- 
versation on the opening pages, 
or that supercilious Dr. Dorn, 
who just happens to have been 
traveling in Europe during the 
two years between Acts III and 
IV, would inquire “Whatever 
happened to Nina?” at the 
beginning of the final act and 
conveniently provide Trepleff 
with the opportunity to fill the 
rest of us in. 

In contrast to “Three Sisters” 


and “The Cherry Orchard,” 


which are subtler, more 
symphonic plays, much of “The 
Seagull’ takes place one-on-one. 
It seems less ‘““Chekhovian” than 
the later wares, perhaps more 


comedic. What is missing from 
the Williamstown Theatre 
production, though it’s expertly 
performed, is a sense of irony, of 
bemusement with the art form 
and with these silly people diddl- 
ing away their lives not tragical- 
ly but needlessly. 

Masha, for example, is rather 
sad in the Williamstown produc- 
tion, hallooing all over the park 
for Trepleff, who can’t stand the 
sight of her face but dotes on 
Nina, who in turn drops him at 
first sight of the romantic hack- 
novelist Trigorin. But Chekhov 
finds the whole self-pitying mess 
of them (except, perhaps, Nina 
and Dorn) to be quite silly — 
laughable. 

As if to make up for the 
general melancholia of the rest of 
the group, director Nikos 
Psacharopoulos has chosen to 
have Madame Arkadina (Lee 
Grant), usually the Grand Lady 
of The Thea-tah, be a kind of 
burlesque-hall floozy, probably 
the queen of the provinces whose 
posture of greatness is strictly il- 
lusion. This is better than 
Psacharopoulos’s idea for 
Masha’s mother, Pauline, who is 
played by Olympia Dukakis as a 
kind of senile sister for the Marx 
Brothers. 

The production belongs, 
however, not to Psacharopoulos 
but to Blythe Danner and-Frank 
Langella, who are so perfect as 
Nina and Trepleff, so wonderful- 
ly innocent, that all questions of 
interpretation go up in a puff of 
“who cares?” Danner is spec- 
tacular in her conversion from 
provincial sweet young thing to 
distracted woman-with-a-past. 
The Nina who returns from the 
great world, bruised by her love 
affair with Trigorin and by the 
death of her illegitimate child, 
still yearns to serve Art; she still 
has hopes, though she squashes 
Trepleff’s. 

The physical production of 
“The Seagull” is lavish but a bit 
dissatisfying. Though the live, 
suspended birches are beautiful, 
almost ghostly, and the little 
footbridge from ramshackle 
country house to the park is 
charming, the house itself — 
once the production moves in- 
side — looks like the work of 
someone who adores driftwood. 
The whole thing is out of propor- 
tion, too large for the 
Williamstown stage. When the 
cast congregates there for the lot- 
to game in Act IV, it’s a traffic 
jam. The costumes are nice, ex- 
cept that Lee Grant is got up to 
look more like Scarlett O’Hara 
than Madame Arkadina; Blythe 
Danner’s are much better. 

For the first time in its twenty- 
year history, the Williamstown 
Theatre is billed tle summer as 


a “theatre festival” — as it well 
might be, with an Equity com- 
pany, a second (non-Equity) 
company doing an ambitious 
repertory from Shakespeare to 
Sam Shepard, and a cabaret 
group providing late-night enter- 
tainment.

of the remaining summer season 
at the Loeb, that it is difficult to 
cast “Threepenny Opera” and 
that of the 11 Equity performers 
advertised this summer, only 
two appeared in the opening 
production. The reason, I 
suspect, is that the rest don’t 
sing. And finding actors who do 
is a bigger challenge than you 
might think. Of this ““Threepen- 
ny’’ ensemble, only Polly 
Peachum and Lucy Brown did 
both with any competence; 
Macheath, regrettably, did 
neither. 

That “‘The Threepenny 
Opera” is packed with potential

Checker-cloth covered tables lin- 
ed the lobby — if the Pops can 
feed them, why not the Loeb? 
The choice of a dynamic play, in- 
deed of the entire season, was 
promising. A thematic refresh- 
ment stand was got up as “The 
Octopus Arms.”’ And Zack 
Brown’s set, a scaffold-like 
multi-leveled structure com- 
bining plywood, pulleys and 
sandbags with some gay circcus 
trim and a touch of neon light, 
was a smasher. 

Things looked good; the 
audience was antsy with expec- 
tation. Then the play started — 
and there was a gradual but 
perceptible decline to frustrating 
mediocrity. Nothing spec- 
tacularly bad, mind you, and 
there were moments of sparkle, 
but there was a lot of perfunctory 
piddling in between. 


It should be added, in defense ° 


will strike no one like a bolt from 
The Great Profound. The work 
marries the old Didactic to a 
marvelously sleazy theatricality, 
as was realized from time to time 
by Loeb director Stephen Aaron, 
and the music is, for Brecht- 
Weill, notably tuneful, though 
difficult. 

Of course, with its satirical 
‘jabbing at corruption in high 
places and everywhere else, it is 
no wonder that the play is enjoy- 
ing a vogue this summer. (It will 
be done at the Williamstown 
Theatre in western Mass.; begin- 
ning July 16.) But quite apart 
from its implications about our 
politics and our natures, this 
musical account of the cutthroat 
Macheath’s bigamous marriage 
to the daughter of London’s chief 
exploiter of the poor (a man who 
issues “begging licenses”), of his 
journey to the 


gallows and sudden, operatic 
delivery from the jaws of justice, 
is the only play I can think of 
that concerns itself with the 
dregs of the earth and still 
manages to be thoroughly enter- 
taining. But then pity was hard- 
ly a conspicuous element in the 
Brechtian formula. 

At the Loeb, the production 
was adequate enough that one 
started to sense the magic but 
was frustrated — because it 
never really made it. Great songs 
like “The Ballad of Dependen- 
cy,”’ ‘“‘Pirate Jenny,’’ and 
“Solomon Song” fell short of 
their mark because the actors 
just were not musically skilled 
enough to make the delivery easy 
and precise. (The actors were 
also much too clean). Several of 
the musical episodes, particular- 
ly the last finale, suffered also 
from the wishy-washiness of 
their direction. It is unclear 
whether the director intended to 
divorce such episodes (as Brecht 
indicates) from the action or to 
make them integral. Other 
scenes were neatly handled — 
the moment when Mack steps 
from “jail” to a burlesque-like 
stage to sing ‘““The Ballad of the 
Easy Life” and purple lights 
commence to flash and twinkle 
at his feet was terrific. 

The seven-man orchestra, un- 
der the direction of Arthur Fins- 
tein, was more competent than 
the singers. However, one 
wonders if the musicians were all 
bigger than anticipated since, 
from their perch above the ac- 
tion, they nearly obscured the 
screen on which the twists in the 
action and musical interruptions 
(usually on placards) were an- 
nounced. 

Jessica Richman provided the 
production with its grandest 
moments — the singing of the 
“Bide-a-Wee in Soho” (a song 
which isn’t even from 
“Threepenny”’) for Mack’s com- 
patriot crooks, her wedding 
guests, sharply contrasted the 
demureness of the blushing bride 
with a sudden sluttishness that 
surprises even these seasoned 
whoremongers. Later, there is an 
exhilarating interval, ‘‘The 
Jealousy Duet” between Polly 
and Lucy Brown, cell-side — 
what a treat it was to have two 
people who can both act and 
sing, on stage at the same time. 
Cynthia Dickason, though she 
doesn’t have Ms. Richman’s 
voice, appeared to be musically 
trained and delivered the dif- 
ficult and dazzling “Barbara 
Song”’ with presence and guts — 
the major element missing from 
the production. As for Colgate 
Salsbury’s Mr. Peachum, it 
appeared the old dog has been to 
charm school since last I met up 
with him.

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Printed Matters: Sporting Sex and Penance 


By R.D. Rosen 

The lady whose first book, My 
Secret Garden: Women’s Sex- 
ual Fantasies, revealed to many 
women that they weren’t alone 
in their desire to couple with 
large dogs was in town recently 
to promote the Pocket Books 
paperback version of her best- 
seller. Nancy Friday’s book, a 
compendium of female fantasies 
from England and America, was 
five years in the making and, 
when published, was a great 
source of relief for many women 
who thought their erotic whims 
were just their perverse personal 
possessions. It was also a great 
source of provocation for men, 
who were dismayed to discover 
that the people their wives and 
lovers were thinking of during in- 
tercourse were not always them. 
Or, for that matter, other homo 
sapiens. 

For the lascivious, My Secret 
Garden was a form of legitimate 
pornography; for the more 
serious students of sexual 
phenomena, it was, when it first 
came out in hardcover a year 
ago, a fascinating collective con- 
fession by a gender that has 
never had at its disposal the 
public outlets for sexual fan- 
tasies that men, with their locker 
room etiquette and dirty jokes, 
have always enjoyed. So the 
book has been both a gesture 
towards women’s rights and an 
aphrodisiac of the most 
educational sort. 

But My Secret Garden proved 
that even endless variation 
produces a kind of monotony. 
There are only so many fantasies 
one can read about cunnilinging 
canine or proverbial blacks with 
units as imposing as howitzers 
without beginning to ache for 
something more stunningly un- 
imaginative. Against the book’s 
erotic backdrop, the missionary 
position suddenly seems like an 
unconscionable perversion. 


I talked with Nancy Friday 
about this upcoming book as 
well as about her current project, 
a book on mother-daughter 
relationships to be brought out of 
William Morrow. Our setting, a 
room in The Ritz Carlton, seem- 
ed appropriate, since many sex- 
ual fantasies had undoubtedly 
been realized there by previous 
occupants, but our little inter- 


view, needless to say, was strict- 
ly reality-oriented, and covered a 
descending scale of topics, from 
Helene Deutsch to my sister. 

Nancy Friday is a tall, very 
lovely woman in whom a rather 
viscous South Carolina accent 
(she treated us to a few native 
lines) has been eradicated by 
diction lessons and a Wellesley 
education. We spoke of children 
(Nancy doesn’t have any) and 
marriage (she has a happy one 
with writer Bill Manville). After 
chatting for a while over beers 
and tea about further matters 
which cannot be repeated here, 
we settled back to talk of a) how 
many women repressed the fact 
that they even had fantasies, b) 
how many men also repressed 
that same fact, c) whether it was 
indeed true that men had fewer 
or less interesting sexual fan- 
tasies than women (we agreed at 
least that most men need them 
less in bed to engender climax), 
and d) to what extent women 
were finally learning to look at 
men’s bodies, and their own, to 
free their visual capacity for 
arousal, to overcome their guilt 
about sex. 

“T have a friend,” Friday said, 
“who now can’t keep her eyes off 
of men’s crotches on the street. 
She can tell you what side a man 
dresses on before she can tell 
what color hair he has.” 

* 

One “fantasy” of women that 
is being realized on a broader 
and broader scale is athletic 
parity with men. Billie Jean 
King and her husband Larry 
conceived of a magazine a year 


_and a half ago that would do for 


the ladies what Sports 
Illustrated does for the men. 
Well, they’ve succeeded. Their 
product, a 96-page glossy 
monthly with excellent color 
photography, called 
womenSports and sells for a 
dollar. Their inaugural issue in 
June featured a very in- 
auspicious cover story by Billie 
Jean on To that was 
as inspirational as a half-time 
pep talk by a high school basket- 
ball coach, and no more in- 
telligent. Furthermore, Billie 
Jean’s picture appeared in her 
first issue with astounding fre- 
quency. She adorned the cover, a 


full page ad on page five, full 
page ad on page nine, quarter- 
page ad on page 22, and full page 
pic on page 23. 

But most of the magazine was 
quite entertaining, mixing 
humor and think-pieces with 
features on the best women 
athletes in their respective fields 
and regular departments like 
“Results” (recent statistics from 
women’s events), “Calendar,” 
and “Technique.” The second 
issue is even better, I think, and 
not simply because Billie Jean 
King’s picture is scarcer. I 
recommend the portrait of lady 
jockey Mary Bacon, Greg Hoff- 
man’s short fiction, Robert 
Weider’s very funny history of 
the spitball and Dot Wilkinson 
(the nation’s leading female soft- 
ball catcher) on the fine points of 
her craft. Each of the first two 
issues contains the obligatory es- 
say by a doctor on why women 
lose and why they can compete 
with men, but the magazine’s 
strong point is not its effort to 
document women’s advances 
scientifically but rather its lively 
prose (in a few spots, however, 
badly edited) and its Esquireish 
tone. 

Somewhat short on vivacity, 
ingenuity, and humor, and quite 
long on cant is the first number 
of a new feminist quarterly out of 
Washington, D.C. called Quest. 
A couple of the essays prove, if it 
was needed, that women have 
achieved parity with men on yet 
another front: the capacity for 
turgid, doctrinaire political 
analyses. The call goes up to 
move beyond reform toward 
revolution, but the callers 
themselves are word-bound. It is 
significant that three times in 
the first two essays, both on 
“‘change,”’ Webster’s dictionary 
is invoked to elucidate terms like 
“rebellion” and One 
essay, ‘““The Good Fairy”’ by Rita 
Mae Brown, is laughably inno- 
cent. Besides a piece on The Ex- 
orcist and an interview with the 
Feminist Women’s Health 
Center, this disappointing 
periodical is a long, abstract 
ideological refrain. Quest costs 
two dollars, and future issues 
will be on Money, Fame, and 
Power, and The Selfhood of 
Women.

UNLIKELY STORIES DE- 
PARTMENT .. . A piece 
which ran on the New York 
Times Op-Ed page on June 24, 
and which the Globe picked up 
and ran in their first section the 
following Saturday, strained my 
credulity. It was titled “With 
Jeb and Bud in Allenwood 
Prison” and was written by Rev. 
Robert R. Warner, Jr., who is 
finishing up a six-month 
sentence at the Allenwood 
Federal Prison Camp for burning 
down the ROTC building at the 
University of Hawaii in 1971. He 
writes of his encounter with the 
newly-arrived. Jeb Stuart 
Magruder and Egil Krogh Jr. 
and of how “as I have come to 
know both Bud and Jeb I found 
them, contrary to my earlier 
skepticism, to be men of great 
openness and sensitivity to other 
people.” With a sentimentality 
that borders on the saccharine, 
Warner goes on: “The repudia- 
tion of much of the past and 
their plans for a new future seem 
to represent a genuine rebirth of 
consciousness, and perhaps a 
great contribution to the con- 
sciouness of the American 
people.” 

I don’t care to quibble with 
Warner’s apparent conviction 
that you can take the Watergate 
out of Magruder and Krogh, but 
for an individual who felt strong- 
ly enough about the Vietnam 
war to burn down an ROTC 
building to suggest that the 
country’s spirit has been enlarg- 
ed by the penance of two con- 
victed Watergate felons, smells 
fishy to me. True, under the 
pressures of interrogation and 
punishment, men have been 
known to compromise their con- 
sciences and prison reveals to 
men their common helplessness. 
I think this is what Rev. Warner 
means when he allows himself 
this charitable notion at the end 
of his piece: “We are different, 
yes, but you see in many ways we 
are both on the same side now. 
We are oppressed by prison and 
the attitude of vengeance it 
represents.” 

But I think the situation is 
comparable to Julia Child’s 
suddenly hailing Big Macs as a 
great culinary triumph only 


because she has been driving in a 
cramped car for six straight 
hours and McDonald’s is the 
only place in sight. Prison has 
obscured a man’s moral vision. 


They say that when Jeremiah 
V. Murphy first began using all 
those ‘“‘ands” in the Globe, the 
editors tried to put an early stop 
to it, but in a decision en- 
couraged by Tom Winship and 
one that will not soon be 
forgotten, they gave in to his 
breezy, conjunctive style. Did I 
say breezy? His writing is 
nothing but wind; there aren’t 
even any leaves in his prose to be » 
rustled by it. In Murphy’s July 4 
piece, sonorously titled “The vir- 
tues of a long drive home in the 
darkness of night,’ we are 
‘treated to a remarkable display 
of meaninglessness that prompts 
me (even though Murphy’s 
writing is an irritant most people 
have long ago grown tired of 
acknowledging) to chastise him 
with fresh vigor. 

One gets the impression that 
every time he takes a breath at 
the typewriter, a “but I don’t” or 
“and so what if” appears on the 
page. He has an addiction to 
monosyllables that looks to me 
to be fatal since he is rarely 
capable of arranging the 
syllables with any finesse. Check 
out this paragraph: ‘You need a 
little time to think about what 
you’re going to write, and so 
what if the mark of a 
professional is the ability to 
crank out the words whether you 
feel in the mood or not that 
day.” For two hours I’ve tried to 
divine if the two parts of that 
sentence connected by that 
ethereal ‘‘and so what if” are in 
fact related at all. Any help? 

Murphy goes on to recall 
things that have happened to 
him: “. . . and sometimes I think 
of being in Bangkok with a bag 
full of Globe expense money in 
my pocket... Sometimes I 
remember that bellboy at the 
Europa Hotel in Belfast. . .”” He 
ceaselessly tries for the touching, 
strains to lend some resonance to 
idle nostalgia, but can only 
parody the poignant. His 
mawkish copy is littered with the 
debris of written stutters.

MOVIE OF THE WEEK: The 
Hostages. Banned in France for 
publicity reasons, this slick quasi- 
documentary about young French 
criminals is full of original ideas, nice- 
looking, and frequently funny. Not 
profound, but entertaining and timely. 
Starts Wednesday at the Harvard Square. 
WEDDING IN BLOOD. Claude 
Chabrol’s favorite triangle—boredom, sex 
and violence—is a little too pat, a little 
too confused about its bourgeois 
characters. Smudged in appearance, with 
melodrama and cliche symbols, it’s not up 
to the high standards Chabrol has set for 
himself in his previous superb films. At 
the Harvard Square. 

CHINATOWN. Polanski returns with 
this sleek thirties’ detective drama about 
corruption in drought-stricken L.A. 
Neither original nor entirely coherent, but 
its cliches and appearance are pleasing, 
and it quietly convinces even as the 
screenplay puzzles. Jack Nicholson is a 
magnificent smartass gumshoe; Faye 
Dunaway is the center of the mystery; 
John Huston is evil. Lots of Polanski 
perversities — fish eyes, incest, a slashed 
nose. At the Circle, Brookline. 

FOR PETE’S SAKE. Zany Barbra, as 
she’s becoming known, runs through all 
manner of hijinx to make her husband rich 
in this sad excuse for a 20th-century ver- 
sion of A Doll's House, delivering bombs 
to the mob, rustling cattle, trying to hook. 
They get rich in the end, and also in plen- 
ty of trouble. It’s a good time, though she’s 
a simpleton, hubby’s a simp, and the 
caricature characters generally offend. 
The jokes are all cheap; director Peter 
Yates wouldn’t know good, disciplined 
comedy if he tripped over it. 

THAT’S ENTERTAINMENT. This 
collection of clips from vintage movie 
musicals is a guaranteed winner, with 
Garland, Kelly and Astaire, Esther 
Williams, Mickey Rooney and a lead- 
footed Joan Crawford. True, it’s long, sole- 
ly MGM in origin, and its sections are 
frustratingly short, but it’s great fun 
anyway, especially the comedy. At the 
Cinema 57. 

DAISY MILLER. This vehicle for Cybill 
Shepherd has run over Henry James's 
vacuous, innocent Daisy; the story’s 
weight has shifted from Winterbourne, the 
narrator of the novella, to director 
Bogdanovich’s girlfriend. Smoothly 
directed, intelligently shot, badly 
rewritten James — ultimately without the 
integrity or interest of Masterpiece 
Theatre. At the Abbey. 

99 44/100 % DEAD. A cliche-ridden 
would-be comedy about gang war, smack- 
ing of television production. Lacking 
direction (John Frankenheimer’s), it takes 
itself seriously, and comes out predictable 
and absurd. Richard Harris is a terrific 
killer, and there’s some good hamming, 
but that’s all. At the Saxon. 

THE BLACK WINDMILL. A modest 
suspense film as well as an appealing love 


story, more heart-warming than hair- 
raising.
